New Metals for Coins, 


Advices from Washington, D, C., state 
that nickel and 
aluminum as substitutes for the present 


experiments with pure 


nickel pieces and one and two cent bronze 
pieces was made at the mints by order 
of Director Preston during October.

Ir Hancock street between City 
Square and School street is paved from 
curb to curb anda flit rail used there is 
probably room for double tracks, but there 
is a feeling that this thoroughfare needs 
widening and straightening, particularly 
between these points. 1 is not of uniform 
width and is very narrow at points, 
especially near Tirrell & Sons; and the 
Briesler corner and the corner opposite 
should be cut off.

THE COMMUNICATION of ‘Fair Play” 
to the LepGrr presented the paving of 
Hancock street by the street railway com- 


pany in a new light. A mistake is made 
however in assuming that the city wauts 
compensation for the use of the streets. 
Such we take it is not the case. The 
presence of the railway in a street makes 
widening necessary and requires a greater 
outlay to maintain the street. It is evi- 
dently the purpose of the City Council to 
reimburse the city in part for such ex- 
penditares, which the city can ili afford. 
The City Council will do well to omit from 
the order that portion of Hancock street 
between City Square and School street. 
This will not prevent a petition being in- 


troduced into the new Council next Mon- 
day, of later, when it may be found ex- 
pedient to double track to Water street or 
to the Braintree line. The passage of the 
order in its present form would probably 
prevent the double tracking of any por- 
tion of Hancock street, and there should 
be no delay in rebuilding the Boston line. 


REPRESENTATIVES Newcomb and 
Thompson have been reelected to the 
Legislature by an almost unanimous vote 
and with this endorsement of the people 
they should receive important appoint- 
ments upon the standing commi'tees. 

In 1896 they were new members and had 
to be content with a single appointment on 
minor committees, although they did serve 
on special committees. With one year's 
experience the speaker and their con- 
stituents wil! expect more of them next 
year. Mr. Newcomb should become the 
House chairman of the Committee on Liq- 
uor Laws, and have membership on one 
of the following committees—-ities, labor, 
water supply, ortaxation. Mr. Tbhomp- 
son has learned considerable about fish- 
eries and game, but that is not his fort. 
He would be more at homeon the com- 
mittees on manufactures, metropolitan 
affairs, counties or election laws. Whether 
these are the preferences of the genile- 
men, we don’t know, but we can recom- 
mend them for any pusition, Quincy never 
having had two more faithful and conscien- 
tious Representatives. 


A New Departure. 


A special meeting of the directors of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association was 
held Tuesday evening to consider a propo- 
sition made by the Wollaston Reading 
Room Committee, which has for the past 
three months sustained a public reading 
room to turn over the equipment to the 
Association, provided a reading room be 
continued in Wollaston. It was voted to 
accept the offer and a committee was ap- 
pointed to make arrangements. 

The reading room will be run in con- 
nection with the Sloyd school. I: is 
probable that a library and other educa- 
tional features will be introduced. 

While the reading room will be open to 
the public, as itisin the Centre, regular 
membership tickets will be issued which 
will also entitle the holder to the privileges 
of the association at Quincy.

CITY COUNCIL. 


The most important business before the 
City Council Monday evening was the 
amendment of the order granting the street 
railway a location on Hancock street, re- 
quiring the company to pave that portion 
of the street between Granite and School 
street from curb tocurb. But this was 
only one of the many debates. The ac- 
ceptance of Miller Stile road was vetoed 
and debuted, and there was discussion over 
sslary orders, and fire department matters, 
all reported at length below. 

Six of the new councilmen-elect were 
present at the meeting, viz: Swithin, 
Nash, Packard, Hultman, Jobnson and 
McGrath, while the only absent members 
of the council were Councilman Badger 
and Russell. 

Communications. 

The City Auditor forwarded a communi- 
cation stating that the appropriation for 
removal of snow for 1896 was exbausted. 
Laid on the table until later in the even- 
ing, when Councilman Claflin offered an 
order transferring $225 from appropriation 
for street lighting to removal of snow. 
Adopted. ‘ 

The City Auditor also furwarded a com- 
munication stating that there was Dot 
money enough left in tbe appropriation for 
abatement of nuisances to pay the $370 for 
putting in water at the poor farm. Laid 
on the table until later in the evening when 
Councilman Claflin « ffered an order appro- 
priating $100 for that purpose. 

Miller Stile Road. 


The Mayor returned without bis signa- 
ture the order appropriating $1200 for 
laying cu! Miller Stile road and the build- 
ing of a stone arch bridge over the brook, 
giving as his reason that he found hy con- 
suitation with Engineer Whitman that 
uuless the grade was changed from that 
shown on the profile it would be impossible 
to build a stone arch bridge without 
diminishing the water way. 

The vote passing the order was recon- 
sidered and the question then was on 
passing the order over the Mayor’s veto. 

Couscilman Field hoped order would be 
passed. He could not understand why a 
bridge could not be built. He bel eved 
that a good bridge could be built and not 
obstruct the water, 

Councilman Claflin moved that Mr. 
Whitman be invited to explain his reasons. 
Vited. 

Mr. Whitman said that in order to put 
in a stone arch bridge it will be necessary 
to raise the grade three feet higher than 
that shown on the profile, and unless this 
is done you will obstruct the water, for as 
it is now if bridge is built, part of the arch 
will be one foot lower than the bottom of 
the present bridge. Mr. Whitman then 
showed by a model why the bridge cou'd 
not be built. 

Councilman Moxon asked if it was not 
possible to get the 70 feet of water way and 
have the grade as proposed. 

Mr, Whitman replied it wou'd be possible 
but not feasible. 

President Bryant asked how much the 
brook would have to be widened but got 
no direct answer. 

Councilman Moxon asked if crown of 
arch was not three feet higher than need 
be Lo carry water. 

Mr. Whitman replied no, 

Councilman Rice would like to ask the 
Commissioner if he agreed with Mr. Whit- 
man’s statement, 

Commissioner Knowlton replied that he 
did except where he said it does not present 
apy engineering difficulties. No engineer 
will build a skew arch bridge at such an 
angle if possible to get over it. 

The Council then voted to sustain the 
Mayor in his veto, Councilman Phillips 
voling yes. 

Councilman Field voted to sustain the 
Mayor but after the vote bad been declared 
be discovered his mistake and at his request 
bis vole was changed, but did not affect 
tie result, 

Petitions. 

A petition was received from Louis Bou- 
chard for a pool table license. Laid on the 
table until later in the evening. 

Report of Committees. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains, 
to whom was referred the resolution re- 
questing the Sewer Commissioners to 
formulate some plan of surface drainage, 
reported no legislations _necessary. 
Adopted. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorably on the following petitions for 
minor licenses which were adopted: Pool 
table, Harry Price ; two bowling alleys, 
J. C. McDonald and P. Cray ; hackney 
carriage, Michael J. McGrath ; intelligence 
office, L. M. Flynn ; transfer of pool table 
license of Gustof Olson from 33 to 7 Cope- 
land street. 

The Committee on Finance reported an 
order transferring $30 from the appropria- 
tion for fuel and light at the Thomas 
Crane Public Library to appropriation for 
catalogues. Adopted. 

The Committee oo Finance reported an 
amendment to the order increasing the 
salary of the City Treasurer, changing the 
amount to $1350 instead of $1500 as re- 
ported. The amendment was adopted. 

Councilman Rice did not believe in the 
order. He thought salaries were being in- 
creased too fast. 

The Council refused to pass the order to 
a second reading. 

The Committee on Finance recommended 
that the matter of amendments to 
ordinances relating to receipts of monies 
into the City Treasury be referred to next 
City Council. Adopted. 

The Committee on Fire Department and 
Police reported ought to pass on order 
changing the Police Ordinance so as to 
read nine permanent men. Passed to be 
ordained under suspension of the rules. 

The Committee on Streets recommended 
that the various petitions referred to them 
not acted upon be referred to the next 
City Council. Adopted. 

The Committee on Fire Department on 
order amending the Fire Department or- 
dinance reported an amendment providing 
that Hose 2 company should consist of 6 
men one of whom to be permanent, and 
that Hose 3 should consist of 6 men two 
of whom should bs permanent, 

The original amendment called for one 
permanent man for Hose 4 and two perma- 
nent men for Chemical 2. 

Councilman Rice asked how much this 
would increase the salaries, to which 
Councilman Lamb replied about $3000. 

Councilman Parker asked if it was in- 
tended to keep horses at the houses all the 
time, and Councilman Lamb replied yes. 

Councilman Sidelinger asked what use a 
permanent man would be to Hose 4 with- 
out a horse. 

& Chief Eogineer Williams was 
Tequested to come forward and 
a ‘a 1nswer questions. 

In response to questions 
asked, Chief Williams said the 
idea was to get better service, 

and that reducing the number of call men 
would not interfere with the efficiency of 
the department. 

Councilman Pinkham asked if the Chief 
would not rather have the $3000 go toward 
4 central fire station to which Chief Wil- 
liams replied yes, 

President Bryant asked if it was not a 
fact that Wollaston, Atlantic and Quincy 
Point were in poor shape as regards getting 
to fires, to which the chief replied yes.

Mayor Adams covers the issue fully and 
clearly ;

Gentlemen: 

We meet to take up the work of a new 
year, to review the past and consider the 
needs of the future. 

This year two new schoolhouses have 
been built at a cost of $75,000, two old ones 
furnished with new systems of heating and 
ventilation at a cost of $9,000, and $7,420 
has been spent in new construction on 
various highways. For these purposes w 
have borrowed $91,420. During the year 
$49,980 of the city debt has been paid, and 
the city debt has thus increased $41,440. 
The figures in more detail are as follows:—

It will appear from this that $64,020 or 
over 20 per cent. of our general debt falls 
due this year as against $50,000 last, This is 
plainly far too great a burden for any year 
to bear, and we cannot fail to feel the re 
sult very seriously in an increased tax rate, 


athing which we can il! afford to bear. 
There is nothing now to be done for this 
year, but we should avoid increasing the 
amount of debt falling due in 1808 and

can to relieve the pressure this year. 

For the current expenses we can rais 
either $12 per $1000 of the total valua 


tion of 1806, less abatements, or a like 
amount of the average valuation of 
the three preceding years. By the first 
method of limit it is $210,400; by the 
second $206,100, Last year was 
not easy to keep our expenses within the 
limit, Our current expenses this year 
must be very largely increased by the ex- 
pense of maintaining the two new schools, 
and this year we are bound to recognize be- 
fore authorizing any increase ip annual 
expenditure that this limit compels, as our 
tax-payers demand, a policy of strictest 
economy. We must keep our expenses 
within our income even if the care and 


lighting of our streets should not be im 
proved, the safety of our property not in 
creased, and even though we pay meagre 
salaries. Our possible income is not likely 
to increase rapidly since valuations are 
already so high, as to be at times beyond 
the actual value of the property, and we 
are faced with a very serious problem in 
adjusting our needs Lo our resources. 

The chief work of cuusiraction to be 
undertaken during the year is the sewe.. 
An advantageous contract with the city of 
Boston for the disposal of ou. sewerage 
has been made; and the necessary plans 
and surveys are so far ready that the wor!: 
of construction can begin with the opening 
of spring. Money has already been appro- 
priated for the main sewer from the centre 
of the city to the proposed pumping sta- 
tion. There is no reason why the fore 
main to Moon Island, the pumping station 
and possibly some lateral sewers should 
not be constructed during the year in addi- 
tion to what has been provided for, and I 
feel sure that the council will agree that 
there is loss, not economy, in delay, and 
that all the money which can be economi- 
cally used ought to be appropriated when 
asked for by the commission. 

Recognizing the great importance of 
providing for surface drainage, careful 
study has been given to the possibility of 
using the sewer for that purpose. All who 
have studied the problem agree that it 
would he very expensive and wasteful to 
do so, and the plans which have been 
adopted are based upon the belief that sur- 
face drainage can be more economically 
provided for by improving our 
water- ways.

WATER DEPARTMENT. 


During the year, 31 miles of water mains 
bave been laid, and 301 new service con- 
nections made, thus adding possibly $5000 
to the earning capacity of the plant. On 
the other hand the maintenance account 
has not increased. The season has been 
such that our reservoir has furnished with- 
out difficulty the increased supply of water 
made necessary by the increased number 
of consumers. We are not, however, ina 
position to supply the city safely should a 
season of great drought occur before the 
Metropolitan Water system is complete, 
and the commission recognizing this are 
now at work, and at the proper time will 
report a scheme for securing a temporary 
supply of water sufficient for the needs of 
perhaps four years. Itis plain that there 
is no system of economy short of refusing 
new takers that will alone provide for the 
needs of the next four or five years and | 
think it equally plain that we should buy 
water rather than stop putting in service 
connections and thus retard the growth of 


the city.

This may be the dark side of the matter, 
but the Councilmen at least should realize 
the situation. The tax rate of 1897 is sure 
to be an increase over 1896 ; probably over 
$18 per $1,000 and possibly $20. The city 
levy will be larger, the maturing debt is 
heavier, the interest account will be more, 
the State tax -may be fifty per cent. more, 
and tbe county tax will probably increase. 

The Mayor and City Council of 1896 are 
responsible for an increase of $12,400 in 
the maturing debt of 1897. Even though 
the appropriations were necessary it would 
have been far better to have apportioned 
the new debt of $91,420 wholly among the 
years 1902, 1903, 1904, 1905 and 1006 
This would have made the amounts io 
these years about $18,000 and would have 
keptthe maturing debt of 1897 down to 
351,600, and prevented an increase of at 
least fifty cents in the tax rate.

The last meeting of the City Council of 
1896 was held Friday Jan. 1, and trans- 
acted what little business there was in the 
presence of a large number of spectators, 
| among whom were Councilmen-elect Mc- 


The absent members were Councilmen 
Cleaves, Rice, Russell and Sprague. 
Communications 


Commissioner Kaowlton forwarded a 
communication requesting the transfer of 
$275 from the appropriation for street 


department. ordinance. 

Councilman Little wanted some legal 
advice as to whether it required a majority 
or two-thirds vote to pass the order. 

President Bryant replied that the opinion 
of the City Solicitor was that a majorily 
vote would pass the order. 

Councilman Pinkham said he did not 
agree with report. He thought it would 
be better to get a new fire station and a 
pew steamer, and that the $3000 would not 
be judicious if used in this manner. 

Councilman Claflin said the committee 
was generally of the opinion that this was 
a temporary measure but it afforded pro- 
tection until a station was built. At best 
a station would pot be buiit until late next 
year and it was better to spend this money 
as it would be no loss. 

Councilman Badger said be had doue 
fire duty and when anyone told him that 
six men was enough to bandle the Chemical 
he did not believe it. 

Councilman Anderson thought this 
temporary expenditure was not exactly 
what was wanted. The next Council 
should take it in hand and build a fire 
station. 

Councilman Lamb said the argument for 
a station was al! right but the other sections 
would be left as bad as now. He thought 
it wise to have permanent and call men. 
He hoped order would pass. 

Councilman Moxon was opposed to a 
temporary make shift. In Ward Six that 
morning but six out of the ten cail wen 
turned out toa fire. He then reviewed 
the history of the matter from the time the 
Chief Engineer asked for a new fire station. 
The way to do this matter is to begin at 
the beginning and give the chief a station. 
This order meant an increase of 25 per 
cent in cost of maintenance and reduces 
the number of men, It was not business. 

Councilman Little thought four men a 
small number, but believed the Chief knew 
his business, 

Couacilman Nickerson hoped order 
would pass. It was none the less valuable 
because it was temporary. He had rather 
have one permanent man than four call 
men, If any ward does not want it, leave 
them out, but give it to the wards that do 
want it. He moved that the question be 
divided aud each ward be taken up sepa- 
rately. Voted. 

Councilman Sidelinger doubted the vote 
but it was passed by a vote of 10 to 8. 

Councilman Moxon was sorry to see that 
vote. When you begin tinkering with this 
matter you begin to destroy your depart- 
ment. 

Councilman Nickerson thought this a 
weak argument. 

Councilman Puillips thought this a 
matter to increase the department with- 
out making it more efficient. 

Councilman Claflin said the trouble with 
large bodies was in getting measures 
through that were worthy. If the chief 
is competent it is the best thing to do. 

President Bryant called Anderson to 
the chair and taking the floor said he 
hoped the order would go through. This 
was not a temporary makeshift but a per- 
manent improvement, When the Council 
build a new station these men will be 
transferred to it. It was nonsense for 
twenty three men to set themselves up for 
Chief Engineer and tell us how it should 
be done. Half of them never sawa good 
fire. The opposition comes from the fact 
that it takes away certain call men who 
get acertain compensation per year and 
some of the members of the council had 
rather see their friends get this compen- 
sation than have permanent men. Tkere 
was no guestion but what the city will have 
to buy horses some Lime. Weare way be- 
hind the times. We spend less money in 
proportion to our valuation than any city 
or town of our size. 

Councilman Badger said none of the 
firemen had been to him in relation to the 
order. He was not opposed to permanent 
men, but was opposed to cutting down the 
number of call men, 

Councilman Moxon. This is not the 
advice of the Chief. He would be glad to 
vote for permanent men but not to reduc- 
ing call men. He did not like the insinu- 
ation that influence had been used. 

Councilman Bryant denied making any 
insinuation and said he was always mis- 
quoted especially by the member from 
Ward Six ( Moxon.) 

Councilman Pinkham did not think it 
fair for the President to charge those who 
differed with him as he did. 

The first amendment was then taken 
up. This was in relation to Chemical 2. 

Councilman Badger moved that eight 
men be substituted for six men, 

Councilman Moxon did not understand

Flower Seeds for January. 


It is well to start pansy seeds early, in 
order that the plants may be sufficiently 
strong for early spring planting out. They 
can be started ina box or pot any time 
jthe preseut month. Use light, fine soil, 
{make the surface smooth and. sow the 
seed thinly, either in rows, or scattering it 
over the surface, then givea light cover- 


ing of soil—an eighth of an inch is 
enough. Moisten the soil by spraying on 
some water in the gentlest manner. 


Afterwards cover it with a piece of coarse 
paper to prevent evaporation and after- 
wards, if the soil becomes dry, sprinkle 
water on the paper and it will soak 
through without disturbing the seeds, As 
soon asthe little plants begin to push out 
remove the paper and set the pot where 
it will have a good light. The temperature 
must be kept low, about 50 degrees at night 
| and 60 degrees ora little more in the day 
time. Verbena and Cyclamen seeds can 
also be sowed this month.

The Care of Lamps. 


A great many people both in city and

Last winter a young housewife had con- 
tinual trouble with her lamps. They 
smoked in spite of all she could do. Sbe 


complained of the oil, and changed dealers, 
| but the lamps still smoked. 

| At last sheapplied to a more experienced 
housekeeper, who asked if she had boiled 
the burners recently. 

No, she had not thought of that, and 
she tried it, with the result that the same 
oil at once began to burn brightly and 
without smoke. 

This boiling the burners is a very neces- 
sary part of their care. It should be done 
at least once a monath. Put sufiicient 
water in the wash basin or similar recep- 
tacle to the burners, Dissolve a 
tablespoonful of cooking soda in it, and 
keep it boiling briskly with the burners in 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, 
of the watery, together with the soda, will 
loosen and remove all charred bits and 
dust from the small holes of the burrier, 
and will cleanse it more effectually than 
apy other process,

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Sewerage Assessments. | 


There was a large gathering of Council- 
men and citizens at the Council Chamber 
Tuesday evening to listen to the address of 
Herbert Snow, City Engineer of Brockton, 
on “‘ Sewer Assessments.” 

Mr. Snow, who is thoroughly conver- 
sant with the subject, spoke for nearly an 
hour, illustrating bis argnnents by sketches 
upon the blackboard. 

He commenced by stating that in the 
early times people were allowed to build 
their own drainage but in time this be- 
came unsatisfactory and a public sewerage 
system was the outcome, The draining by 
a public system is to drain every house in 
the district. A small sum is right fora 
smal] house and a large sum is necessary 
fora large estate. All sums assessed by 
law are founded on the basis that public 
benefits shall be paid for by the public and 
the method of such payments depends up- 
on the location, but it is usual to estimate 
one fourth of the public beuefit should be 
on the city. Residents of outside districts

Mr. Spow then took up the several 
methods of assessment provided by law 
and dwelt upon each at length. 

The method of assessment on “frontage” 
alone was unjust for the reason a man who 
bas a corner lot with one house and a 
frontage of 300 feet at $1 per foot would 
pay $300, while his neighbor who had a 
frontage of but 150 feet and four houses on 
the lot would pay but $150. 

‘Then there is an undeveloped lot with a 
frontage of 500 feet and a lot with a 
frontage of 50 feet upon which there isa 
large hotel. One would pay $500 and the 
other who gets a great benefit but for $50. 

The “area” plan he also considered 
unjust. Two lots of equal area pay an 
equal amount but by locations one of these 
lots can have but one house while the 
other may have two or three houses, and 
still another lot of the same area may have 
a frontage on three streets and could 
therefor erect five houses yet he pays no 
more assessment than the man who has 
but one house, yet he gets a much larger 
benefit. 

In some cities the two forms are com- 
bined and in this method it is usual to 
estimate 6-10 of cost on area, and 410 
on frontage. 

“Entrance fee” is another 
this can be done by counting the houses in 
the district but as an estate can not be 
compelled to enter a uniform price for 
entrance would be unjust. 

Under the “ Valuation” plan the law 
allows only three-fourths of cost to be 
assessed on the valuation of an estate and 
if there is no benefit there can be no tax.

This 
was because the plumbing in many of 
the houses had been done before an in- 
spection was required and upon entering 
the sewer it had been found necessary to 
have nearly all new plumbing which made 
the cost from $200 to $500.

When you pass it to a third 
party, get a receipt and keep it. This 
form is as important in the transfer of in- 
come, trust money or valuables among 
your own family as with other persons, 

Never allow a third person to do any 
service for you without first agreeing upon 
the cost to you. This rule, strictly ad- 
hered to, will save you many annoyances.

Wollaston School Lot. 
Considerable surprise is expressed 


throughout the city and especially at Wol- 
laston that the city should be again called 
upon to buy another large lot of land for 
the Wollaston school. 

The late Nathaniel Safford of Milton, 
who owned considerable real estate at 
Wollaston before it was placed on the 
market by the Wollaston Land Company, 
gave to the town of Quiucy, for school 
purposes, at the request of Mr. George F. 
Pinkham, a tract of land located at the 
corner of Beale street and Prospect avenue. 
This lot measured approximately 225 feet 
by 158 feet and contained 35,450 square 
feet of land. This was in 1873. The town 
then erected upon the easterly side of this 
lot the Wollaston school. 

In 1890 the city voted to enlarge the 
building, and it was subsequently done at 
an expense of $8,590. In buildiag this 
addition the stracture was necessarily 
brought directly on the line of a piece of 
land owned by Mr, Charles R. Sherman, 
The grade of Mr. Sherman’s land was so 
abrupt that the lot at its highest point was 
on a level with the second story windows 
of the school building and the water during 
beavy rains ran down this steep bank and 
percolated through the cellar walls, and 
into the cellar of the new part. In 1892 
the city in order to protect its property and 
secure the right tocut away this banking 
and build a retaining wall bought of Mr. 
Sherman this piece of land, which con- 
tained 13,533 square feet, paying him 
$2,000 for it. In doing this the city had a 
rectangular lot, extending from Prospect 
to Winthrop avenues containing 48,983 
square feet, and measuring approximately 
300 feet by 160 feet. This brought the 
school building in about the centre of the 
lot and when the Sherman lot is graded, as 
is now gradually being done, will mike the 
whole scheme very attractive, 

To the people of Wollaston it was 
apparent that the land question about the 
Wollaston school had been settled for all 
time, there being as much land as the city 
will ever need for the building and the use 
of the children who attend the school. 

Iu the rear of the school lot there are 
two lots of unoccupied land. Oue is above 
the level of the second story windows of 
the school house and extends half way 
from Winthrop avenue to Prospect avenue, 
and the other which is on a level with the 
school land backs up to the first mentioned 
lot and runs through to Prospect avenue, 
It is the first lot which the city is called 
upon to purchase. This lot as previously 
noted is on a steep hill and cannot be used 
fora play ground or any other practical 
purpose for which the School Committee 
may wish to use it, It will be of no benefit 
for the city to purchase it, and, as the city 
is nol in the real estate business it may not 
be premature to hazard the prediction that 
the school committee, who are now investi- 
gating the matter, will, with their usual 
good judgment indefinitely postpone any 
action on the matter. 


Burglar in Jail. 


As was stated in the Parrior last 
week someone unknown stole a coat, 
gloves, etc., from the stable of Joseph T. 
French. The circumstances surrounding 
the case were such as to lead the police to 
think that the partics who did the thieving 
were acquainted with the premises, and 
that the party would try to dispose of the 
property in some of the numerous pawn- 
shops in Boston. 

Inspector McKay notified the Boston 
officers who Saturday afternoon arrested 
Walter Butterfield as be was in the act of 
pawning the overcoat stolen. He was 
placed under arrest, and turned over to 
Inspector McKay who brought him to 
Quincy. 

When arrested Butterfield said he had 
been sent in by Mr. French to sell the 
overcoat, Butterfield worked for Mr. 
French last winter and was therefore 
thoroughly acquainted with the premises. 
He was arraigned in court Monday.

Letter from the State House. 


EosTon, Jan. 20, 1807. 


The resolations offered in the bouse by 
by Mr. Myers of Cambridge are so import- 
ant in their support of the remarkable for- 
ward step toward universal peace that they 
may be quoted in full: 

* Resolved, that the senate and house of 
representatives of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, in General Court assembled, 
desire to express their deep satisfaction at 
the prospect of a treaty which shall 
establish a tribunal of international arbi'ra- 
tion between tbis country and Great 
Britian, and join in the acclamation of joy 
and hope with which the enlightened men 
of both hemispheres receive this deliberate 
declaration of two of the foremost nations 
of the world that the principles of justice 
and the calm methods of reasonable dis- 
cussion shall henceforth supplant, so far 
as possible in their relations, the in- 
humanities of war. It is upon the common 
people that the unspeakable sufferings of 
war have always fallen, and it is the ir- 
resistible sentiment of the people in these 
two great countries of popular government 
that accomplishes this great advance to- 
ward a lasting and honorable peace among 
all nations. 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions, 
properly attested, be transmitted by the 
secretary of the Commonwealth to each of 
our senators and representatives in Con- 
gress.” 


Sufficient foundation appears in the 
current gossip at the state house to warrant 
the belief that the passage of the bill to 
incorporate the Massachusetts pipe line 
company at the last session of the legitla- 


ture was accomplished only by ex- 
tensive corruption among members 
of the committee on manufactures 


and members of the legislature out- 
side of the committee. There is very 
postive mention of the payment of $500 to 
one member of the committee who is dis- 
pleased because he bas not received $500 
more which he says he ought to bave bad. 
It is reported that an effort will be made 
this year to repeal last’s year’s act on the 
ground that it was procured by corrupt 
means, 

Two impeachment petitions are before 
the legislature and itis the prediction of 
one long-time observer here that neither of 
them will be pushed to a successful termi 
nation. One is thatof the Moxie nerve 
food company for the impeachment of the 
supreme court. This singular case is as 
follows: Augustin M. Thompson, who 
says he is practically the company, was 
sued for professional services by the legal 
firm of Hyde, Dickinson & Howe of 
Boston, Thompson’s defense was that the 
charges were exorbitant. The case was 
decided in favor of the lawyers. Now 
Thompson wants the supreme court im 
peached for being in conspiracy with the 
lawyers to make acitizen pay a hbigh fee 
for his legal advice. He says that lawyers 
have no right to sit in the legislature, for 
they are officers of the courts and the 
consiitution says that neither department, 
—the executive, legislative or judicial,— 
shall perform the duties of thg others 
or of either of them, Hence the 
judiciary committee which heard his pe- 
tition bas no right to do so under the con- 
stitution, and he wants to get at the house 
directly. What will be the fate of sucb a 
petition the reading putlic can easily pre- 
dict. Thompson says that there is to be a 
new political party next year, tobe made 
of those who resist the aggressions of 
the courts. 

The other case is that of County Com- 
missioner Morrell of Norfolk couaty. The 
house, which must sitasa grand jury to 
see whether the case is under its jurisdic- 
tion and then to decide whether an indict- 
ment should be framed, has appointed a 
special committee of seven to consider the 
petition of the Brooklice selectmen for 
the impeachment of Morrell. After a 
warm debate in the house on Wednes- 
day afternoon over the question of policy, 
the house voted by a large majority to give 
the committee the desired power to send 
for persons and papers and to employ a 
stenographer. 

The signs of the session point to more of 
a contest this year over the system of 
prison industries than for a long time. 
Warden Bridges of the state prison wants a 
state appropriation of $425,000 for carrying 
on the system of work on state accvunt, 
He bujs raw material in the open market, 
sets the convicts at work and then sells 
their manufactured product in open market, 
the same as any other manufactured article 
is sold. So well does he manage that 
during the last year he has returned to the 
state treasury $188,900 in place of $168,000, 
which he had spent for supplies. This 
helps to reduce the cost to the state of 
running the prison, It keeps the prisoners 
employed and removes the temptation to 
suicide which has appeared in the New 
York prisons since work was taken from 
the convicts. But there are objections to 
this prison labor, just as there have always 
been. It is said that it competes with the 
labor of honest men outside of prison and 
that the state ought to look out for its 
honest workmen before it does for its 
criminals. Dr. Denham, of New Bedford, 
has putina bill saying that no industry 
which is followed in the jails or houses of 
correction shall employ over 15 per cent, 
of the inmates. ‘he object isto keep the 
relative production small so that there 
shall be no material competition witb out- 
side workers, 

A new idea pending is to safeguard 
public funds by requiring an annual 
examination by an expert, under direction 
of the city or town authorities, of all the 
books, vouchers and records of the public 
officials who have the handling of the 
funds of the city or town. 

‘Lhe first bill to be enacted in the senate 
and house was the appropriation for the 
pay and mileage of members. But this is 
almust always so, and, in any event, this 
bill is very early in the session. As some 
members put themselves out for extra 
expense at this time, it would hardly be 
courteous in their constituents to criticiee 
tbem for providing the same means of 
buying their mileage books, whereupon 
they travel to serve the state. 

The committee on education bas set an 
example of public morality which is worth 
noting. The members have been invited 
to the dedication of the new normal school 
in Salem. They have accepted and will go 
at their own expense. Of course they 
would not do so if the school was at North 
Adams, but even this bit of self-reliance is 
to be contrasted, to their credit, with the 
disposition of some members to get every- 
thing possible out of the state treasury. 

The deaths of seven persons in Boston 
in one night from the escape of the 
dangerous water gas has led the house to 
adopt orders for a thorough investigation 
into the general system of distributing gas, 
as well as into these particular accidents 
themselves, Thecccurrence of just such 
accidents was predicted when it was pro- 
posed to legalize the use of water gas, but 
the argument of cheapness had more 
weight than the value of buman life.

School Committee Meeting. 


A special meeting of the School Com- 
mittee was held Wednesday evening to 
bear the report of the special committee 
appointed to look into the matter of the 
pupils of the seventh grades of the Wol- 
lastop, Quincy, and Massachusetts Fields 
schools, 

Mr. Breed was the only absent member. 

‘The committeee reported as follows: 

“We find that in the three classes as 
pow existing there are 78 pupils, 30, 30, 18 
respectively. In the judgment of your 
committee 18 pupils is not a sufficiently 
large number to warrant the establishment 
of a vew class, unless it is absolutely re- 
quired by overcrowding. They agree that 
78 pupils assigned Lo two teachers would not 
prove burdensome to the teachers, and that 
it would not be detrimental to the pupils 
to be in classes of reasonable size, The 
| problem to be solved then is simplified into 
{a search fur two rooms into which the 
|three grades can be consolidated without 
‘placing unfair burdens upon the*pupils, 

“The most obvious solution appears to 
be to assume that for the present the Mass- 
achusetts Field school is not completed ar 
far as accommodations for Grade VII is 
concerned and to continue the classes in 
the Wollaston and Quincy schools as be 
}fore. This plan meets the demand for 
|economy, but the economy seems to be se 
leured at the expense of the educational 
rights of the children. 
| Thecrowded condition of the seventh 
grade at the Wollaston school has been 
one of the most urgent reasons for new 
school rooms, This class has been 
hampered in its opportunities from the 
time of its first entering school to the 
present, because the school authorities 
have been obliged to resort to devices de- 
signed to make a large class fit itself to a 
| Smal! room, and now that provision has 
| been made by the city to meet their needs 
it seems to the committee that it would be 
lan unnecessary wroug to continue a bad 
system merely because it is cheap. It is 
|the opinion of the committee that the 
Wollaston school ought to be left with its 
present second grade which can now be 
well accommodated and instructed, and 
| can now receive a little extra attention to 
make up for the enforced neglect of 
| previous years, 

‘We believe that thirty pupils of the 
Quincy school and the eighteen of the 
Massachusetts Fields can be well taught by 
a single competent teacher it they can be 
brought together in a suitable room. The 
| Quincy school is overcrowded. One class 
is now out of the building and it bas no 
room large enough to accommodate such 
| @ class as is proposed. 

The Massachusetts Fields school has new 

up to date rooms which can easily accom- 
| modate these two classes and being brought 
| together they can be instructed by the 


principal himself, but the committee agrees 

tbat it would be manifestly unjast to re- 
move the Quincy school class so far away 
from their school room unless transporta- 
| tion should be furnished. 

“We are in accord with the City Council 
in believing that transportation to pupils 
| should not be furnished except in rare and 
| peculiar circumsiances. Still in this case 
, Which involves a reduction of $475.in the 

salary list, and a saving of about $300 per 

|year in the expense of maintaining a 
|school in a rented room, making a total 
net saving of nearly $000, without serious- 
ly imparriog the usefulness of the schools, 
we do unanimously recommend: 

“That transportation be furnished to 
the pupils of the seventh grade of the 
| Quincy school from the Quincy school to 
| the Massachusetts Fields schoo! and return 
every school session, and that this grade 
be consolidated with the seventh grade of 
tbe Massachusetts Fields schoool. 

‘That the class now in Music Hall be 
jreturned to the Quincy school building, 
| and that the superiutendent of schools be 
| instructed to carry these recommendations 
into effect at the earliest date possible. 

The Committee voted to accept and 
adopt the report of the Committee. 

As the Committee can not expend money 
|for transportation the cbairman was in- 
| structed to present the matter to the City 
Council.

In Considering a matter of such vital im- 
Portance, a distinction should be made be- 
tween friendly criticism and that prompted 
by some sinister motive. While due 
@ppreciation should be bad to the great 
elevating and equalizing tendencies which 
render our free, unsectarian public schools 
second to none, no one should be so in- 
different to the best interests of the schools 
48 to hesitate to point out defects which 
4re generally admitted to exist and which 
must be remedied if our schools are to 
reach the highest degree of excellence and 
usefulness, 

Admitting that radical reforms are 
hecessary in the present system, the ques- 
tion Naturally arises, What are the defects, 
Or evils, and what is the remedy ? 

First, as to those who are responsible for 
the conduct of affairs connected with the 
Consider for a moment the 
general make-up of an ordinary school 
board. It is no exaggeration to say tbat 
these boards have as a rule, so far de- 
Senerated as to become an obj-ct of ridicule 
among intelligent people. No one at all 
familiar with such matters will deny that 
they are very largely composed of incom- 
Petent, thongh oftentimes conceited, in- 
dividuals who are no better fitted to 


schools, 


| Manage the affairs of the public schools 


than they would be to direct matters in 
Other equally important spheres; where 
intelligence, sound judgment and capacity 
are indispensable, Yet, not unfrequently 
do persons of this stamp assume to manage 
the affairs of a great educational system 
that is intended to prepare chiidren, in no 
small degree, for the active duties of life, 
not to mention the fact of the expenditure 
of vast sums of money from the public 
treasury coming under their control as 
members of such boards, This is al) 
wrong. lt isone of the greatest imposi- 
Lions of the times and, if unchecked, will 
prove most detrimental to the future wel- 
fare of the schools. Indeed, the sentiment 
already prevailing among the best class ot 
citizens is that our School Committees, as 
at present constituted, are for the most 
part worse than useless and should be 
superseded by something decidedly better 
and more in keeping with the progress of 
thetimes, The dissatisfaction now mani- 
festin various localities is but the fore- 
rapner of a thorough and complete change 
in this direction. 

Secondly, as to the selection of teachers. 
It is useless to deny that under the system 
now largely in vogue, favoritism some- 
Umes plays a very important part in this 
matter, Not a few instances might be 
cited in which members of School Com- 
mittees have taken advantage of their 
official position to influence the selection 
of a particular relative or friend in matters 
of this kind, regardless of the necessary 
qualifications on the part of the applicant. 
While this may not be criminally wrong, 
it is most pernicious in its effects, Merit 
alone should determine a person’s claim 
to recognition in such cases, 

Thirdly, what is known as ‘‘ bossism.,”’ 
Ofallthe dangers that beset our public 
schoo! none is to be feared more than this, 
It is assuredly a most unfortunate cir- 
cumstance for any city or town to have a 
school board dominated by one or more 
individuals. The very fact that sucb 
domination prevails is conclusive proof 
that those constituting such board are un- 
fit persons to serve thereon, for they 
necessarily either countenance it or are 
too cowardly to prevent it, 

The field of operation for a ‘boss’? of 
this kind is wide and varied, and the 
injury to the schools by his contaminating 
influence cannot be over rated. Not only 
does be seek to further his own interests, 
but the matter of rewarding friends for 
political service rendered, in one way or 
another, seldom escapes attention, 


his 


}In a word, bossism is deplorable in any 


sphere of public service, but when it in- 
fests the management of public schoo! 


| affairs it is unpardonable. 


The proper remedy for this state of 


| affairs is frequent change in office, and it 


is the duty of every honest citizen to see 
that frequent changes are made. Bossism 
will then disappear like the mist before the 
morning sun, 

Further, it is the duty of parents to take 
amore active interest in all matters per- 
tainiug to the schools, An _ intelligent 
oversight in this respect on the part of 
parents would go far toward bringing about 
much needed refcrms. 

These are but a few of many reasons 
why the work of popular education 
should be unbampered by undue influ- 
ences or made to serve selfish ends. In 
order to bring about the desired result 
constant watchfulness wust be maintained 
and a bealtby public sentiment aroused. 
When this is accomplished, a long step 
toward a better order of things will have 
been taken.

Dr. Gordon spoke of the nurses at the 
Hospital, There was not room enough 
to accommodate al! the nurses desired, If 
we had more room we could supply more 
nurses to the citizens and they would thus 
be a source of revenue. People naturally 
look to the Hospital for nurses and they are 
in demand and he hoped in the near future 
that the hospital would be able to establish 
a larger school for nurses; at least twelve. 
They can readily command $10 per week 
and our poor people do not like to pay 
more than that. Everything at the 
Hospital had been very gratifying during 
the year. There had been more surgery 
than usual, something like eighty severe 
operations had been performed, which had 
a tendency to increase our expenses. The 
success in these operations had been up to 
the standard. We need more facilities for 
infectious diseases and hoped to have a 
ward for this purpose soon, A home for 
nurses would increase the income and a 
contageous ward would mean quite a large 
expense and at present he had rather see 
the home for nurses.

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Scarcity of Money. 


Not only the business men of Quincy 
but those in other towns and cities are 
complaining of the difficulty of collecting 
money that is due them. It is said to be 
harder this January to get hold of money 
than any time for many years. Trade is tol- 
erably good but the lack of money is awful, 
and many of our merchants are in a 
quandary what to do, 

The Randolph Register truthfully says, 
“the strangest partof the whole thing is 
that people who can pay cash for every- 
thing, are the last to settle. The people, 
in all walks of life, can do great good in 
these times of stress and quiet by paying 
whole or part of what they owe; and what- 
ever is done in this direction is a great 
relief to the merchant, who has bills of 
his own to pay, and thereby keep his 
credit good. It is an excellent way to help 
one another, and gives achance for high 
appreciation.”’ 

There is a good deal of preaching just at 
this time in Boston, Quincy and other 
places, trying to induce the people to be- 
come Christians, but can a man or woman 
who has money be a good Christian when 
he is indebted to A, B and C and does 
not try to pay his bills ? 

He can make public confessions but 
they amount to but little, unless he does 
Chris's work. Itis not in PRAYING, but 
in poING, that makes a good Christian, 
Do unto your neighbor what you would 
like to have him do to you,—pay your bills. 
Do not invest in bank or railroad stock, 
real estate or some other place for gain, 
but go aod pay your bills, Neitier hoard 
it up, thinking you may want it, but go 
quickly and pay your neighbor and he will 
thank you.

There is an abundance of money in the 
banks, so much so, it is said, that these in- 
stitutions have hard work to invest it, and 
still it is very difficult for our merchants to 
collect enough to do business with; and it 
is owing in part we believe from careless- 
ness or indifference. 


Water Finances. 


Superintendent Cavanagh of the Water 
Department was interviewed by the 
PaTnior Friday as to finances. According 
to the City Treasurer's books, he says, the 
interest on the water debt for the year 1896 
was $29,709.94, and the maintenance of the 
Water Department for the year 1896 was 
$14,523 81, making the total running ex- 
penses for the department for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1896, $44,033.75. 

The income for the year 1896 was $52,- 
300.97. This leaves a balance over and 
above the total running expenses of $8,- 
267.22, as profit to the city. This is a very 
marked increase since 1802, the first year 
the city owned the works, when the income 
was but $28,000. 

There are also many other benefits, Mr. 
Cavanagh says, which the city receives, 
and for which the department has received 
New hydrants to the number 
of 225 have been set for which no credit 
has been received. The income from the 
department each year, not only saves the 
City Treasurer from borrowing money for 
which the city would otherwise have to 
pay interest, but it earns interest for the 
city. The premium on the sale of water 
bonds also goes into the City Treasury, 
and the department receives no credit.

Quincy will be honored by the passage 
of the order introduced in the Massa- 
chnsetts Senate on Wednesday last. 
President John Adams was born in Quincy, 
made bis home bere, and his remains lie 
here. The order is self explanatory and | 
reads: H 

“Whereas, on March 4, 1897, there will | 
be a change in the administration of 
the United States, one chief execu'ive 
of seventy millions of people being fol-; 
Jowed by another, and as that date will 
be the centennial of the inauguration of 
Jobn Adams of Massachusetls as sec- 
oud president of the United S'ates, 
therefore to the end that the children 
of the Commonwealth may appreciate} 
the magnitude of the events occurring} 
avd commemorated,—Resolved, tbat the 
governor of the Commonwealth be au- 
thorized and requested to issue a 
proclamation recommending to the pub- 
lic schoo! teachers of Massachusetts, by 
appropriate exercises in their schools 
commemorative of said events, to en- 
deavor to impress upon their pupils the 


significance of presidential inaugura- 
tiors and the importance of the part 
sustained by the Commonwealih in 


Awerican history.” 

The order was cffered by Senator Roe of 
Worcester and was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education. 

John Adams was the first President in- | 
augurated on March 4, the date on which 
all Presidential inangurations are now} 
held, except when it falls on Sunday, or to 
fill vacancies, March 4 next will not only} 
be the centennial of the inauguration of | 
John Adams but the 721 anniversary of | 
the inauguration of John Quincy Adams, | 
also of Quincy, as the sixth President. 

Whether the Legislation passes the order 
or not, the public schools of the ** City of | 
Presidents"’ may well observe the day on | 
the lines indicated.

An act relating to Civil Suits for Libel. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House | 


of Representatives in General Court as- 


sembled, and by the authority of the same, | 


as follows : 

Section 1—Any person aggrieved by a 
publication in a newspaper, or other peri- 
odical publication, before bringing a suit 
for libel therein, shall, by himself or his 
attorney, make written demand upon the 
publisher of the same for a retraction, 
specifying in such demand the statements 
complained of, 
such demand a full and fair retraction, 
with equal prominence as the alleged libel, 
is published in said newspaper, or, in the 
case of a weekly ora semi-weekly news- 


paper, in the next issue of said newspaper, | 


the defendant in such action, in case of a 
suit, may introduce evidence of such re 
traction, and that the alleged libel was 
published in good faith, without actual 
malice, and unless the plaintiff prove actual 
malice or want of good faith, or a failure 
to retract after written demand, he shall 
recover as damages only such loss or injury 


as he shall specially allege and prove; 


provided, however, that if such original | 


publication had for its purpose to influence 
any particular proceeding which must 
transpire either in whole or in part before 
the publication of said retraction, such 
retraction shall operate only in mitigation 
of general damages. 

Section 2—In all civil suits for libel 
defendant may plead and give in evidence 
in mitigation of damages that plaintiff has 
already brought actions for, or has recoy- 
ered damages, or has agreed to receive 
compensation, in respect of a libel to the 
same purport or effect as the libel for which 
such action has been brought. 


Section 3—Where several actions 


brought by the same plaintiff, any justice 
of the court in which such libels are pend- 
ing, may, in his discretion, on notice to 
the parties after hearing make an order for 


the consolidation of such actions, so that |

The Quincy Patriot. 
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An Extended Trip. 


George W. Prescott and his daughter, 
Miss Prescott, will leave next Thursday to 
attend the convention of the National 
Editorial Association, held at Galveston, 
Texas, on the 16, 17, 18 and 19 of 
February. 

Delegates from Mascachusetts, Maine 
and Connecticut will leave Boston in a 
drawing-room car, accompanied by ladies, 
—enough to fill one car comfortably. 

The car Jeaves at three o’clock by way of 
the Fitchburg, West Shore, Grand Trunk 
and Wabash railroads for St. Louis, where 
they expect to arrive about 8 o'clock 
Saturday morning. 

At St. Louis, delegates from the north, 
east and west’gather, and at 9 P.M. start 
on two special trains of Palman cars for 
Galveston, over the Santa Feroad. The 
excursionists are expecting to arrive in 
that city on Monday, the day before the 
convention opens, and stop at the beauti- 
ful Beach hotel. 

Between the convention meetings, the 
citizens have prepared an excellent pro- 
gram of entertainment. One of the feat- 
ures isa trip dowao the new jetties, build- 
ing for the protection of Galveston harbor. 
The government has appropriated $6,250,000 
for the jetties; about one-third of which 
bas been expended. Namerous side trips 
have been arranged; and the people guar- 
antee the delegates and their ladies a royal 
Texas welcome. 

They have been invited, after the con- 
vention, to visit the city of Mexico, and it 
is expected that most of the delegates and 
ladies will accept of the invitation and go 
to that quaint old city. 

The journey from Boston to Mexico and 
return is about 8,000 miles; and the del- 
egates that leave this state expect to be 
gone about four weeks; occupy the same 
car with the same pleasant company, 
throughout this long trip to the land of 
flowers, The delegates hire the drawing 
room cars by the day, and go from place to 
place, as they please. 


Joseph T. French. 


Capt. Joseph T. French, one of Quincy’s 
best known citizens, died at his home on 
Washington street at 9.30 a. mu. Wednesday, 
the result of a general breaking up. 

Up to within a few months Mr. French 
has apparently enjoyed his usual good 
health but his friends have lately noticed a 
faltering in his step and that he was 
gradually failing in health. 

“Capt, Joe” as he was familiarly 
known, pluckily remained on duty and 
looked after his business until about a 
week ago, when he had a slight shock. He 
was carried to his home and since that 
time has been failing, although his 
physician said he might live until spring. 

He was born in Quincy, May 30, 1824, 
his birthplace being the old Hancock 
House, in those days the most popular road 
house between Boston and Plymouth. 
Here Daniel Webster would stop when en- 
route for Boston, and Mr. French always 
attended him, receiving a two-shilling piece 
for his trouble from the great statesman. 
In 1849 he left Boston in the old fore and 
after Lamerteen, for the city of the 
“Golden Gate,”’ where he turned his at- 
tention to steamboating for awhile, after- 
ward opening a public house which he 
named Hancock House, after the famous 
hostelry in his native town. In 1851 he 
made the maiden trip on the old Columbus 
from San Francisco to Panama, two 
months being required for the passage. 
He returned to Quincy in 1853 and con- 
linued steamboating in Boston Harbor. In 
1859 he was made captain of the old 
steamer Massasoit that ran between Quincy 
and Boston, which position he held until 
1862. 

August 24 of that year be enlisted in Co. 
D, 39th Regiment, and was mustered out 
of service April 4, 1865. He then continued 
steamboating until 1874 when he opened a 
livery stable near the depot, which business 
he has since followed. 

He has been a life long Democrat and 
was elected constable every year on that 
ticket from 1868 up to the time of adoption 
of the city form of government, and he 
has been appointed every year since. 

Up toa few years ago he looked after 
the property of the late John Quincy 
Adams, and none were more intimate with 
the illustrious lawyer than he, 

He was a member of Paul Revere Post, 
G. A. R., Delphi lodge, K. of P., and 
Merry Mount lodge, K. of H. 

He leaves a widow and three daughters. 

Funeral services will be held in the 
Universalist church, at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. Kev. Mr. Preble and Rev. Mr. 
Butler will conduct the services. Members 
of the three orders to which Mr. French 
belonged will attend services at the church. 


Cost of Sewer. 


Mr. E. W. Branch, the engineer of the 
sewer system, authorizes the following 
statement of sewer cost: 

** Basing my calculations upon the sewer 
assessments levied in several cities and 
towns with conditions comparable to those 
existing in Quincy, and upon the provisions 
of the special act authorizing Quincy to 
construct a sewerage system, estimate 
the probable assessment in the City of 
Quincy upon the system adopted by the 
City Council, July 6, 1896, to be equivalent 
to from 7} mills to one cent per square 
foot, the exact amount between these 
limits being determined by the City 
Council, see Section 8, Chapter 279, Acts 
of 1895. 

* If $400,000 be expended on the system 
as proposed by the plans submitted, there 
will be returned to the city from assess- 
ments, from $145,500 to $194,000 leaving 
tbe net indebtedness of the city from 
$254,500 to $206,000. 

* When it is deemed advisable to extend 
the system if an additional amount of 
money be expended upon construction 
equal to the amount previously assessed 
upon abuttors, the net debt of the city 
thereby never exceeding $400,000 and the 
process of extensions and assessments be 
continued untila total of sixty miles of 
sewer has been built, a total of $300,000 to 
$400,000 will have been paid by assessment 
and the amount borne by the city will 
have been from $385,000 to $285,000.””

The Wind Storm. 


The high wind of Wednesday played 
havoc with street railway traffic, and in 
fact caused them about as much trouble as 
did the storm of a week ago. The strong 
north-east wind blew the snow and it 
drifted badly. Ono the East Milton line 
cars were run regularly but that was 
practically the only line that did ran. 

On the Neponset line it was impossible 
to run cars, so badly did the snow drift. 
The snow plow was kept at work but the 
tracks filled up faster than it could be 
cleaned off. 

The street also was in places practically 
impassable and the heavy teams were 
frequently stalled. Some of them got 
through, but more were unable to, and 
were obliged to unload into small pungs 
before they could proceed. 

The East Weymouth line was equally as 
bad although the track was all right 
between City Square and the Point bridge.

The last regular car for East Weymouth 
left Quincy at 11 50, and among the passen- 
gers were Mr. Howard M. Dow and two 
ladies bound for East Weymoutb. All 
went well until opposite the Fair View 
house in North Weymoutb, where a snow 
bank was encountered. The bank resisted 
all efforts of the car to force itself througb, 
and at 3 30 this morning the power sudden- 
ly left them stalled there. The conductor 
found a neighborwho took the two ladies in 
and Mr. Dow ecratched about for himself. 
He found a house with a light in it and 
upon investigation learned that-a wedding 
party was just breaking up. The family 
took Mr. Dow io and kep’ him until 6.30 
A. M., when he returned to Q tincy.

THE ATTEMPT to passa general law to 
provide fora system of apportionment of 
sewer assessments in cities and towns 
seems a good move. There should be more 
general laws and less special legisla- 
tion. The uncertainty in Quincy over 
sewer assessment is undoubtedly the cuuse 
of the delay and agitation over the system. 
Some cities rush right in and construct 
several miles of sewer before they deter- 
mine the method of assessment, but Quincy 
is not inclined to do things that way. 
Woburn, for instance began the construc- 
tion of sewers in 1895 and now has over ten 
miles of pipe in her streets, yet no assess- 
ments have been levied and no system 
adop'ed. There is no reason why some 
cities should pay only one-quarter of the 
cost, other one-half, some two-thirds or 


three-quarters and others assume the whole | the resolution was by one Democrat and 


cost. And it shou'd be decided whether or 
not rentals shall be charged either to pay 
the cost of construction or the cost of 
maintainance. 


Mayor ADAMs in bis inaugural message 
laid particular stress in administrating with 
economy the various city departments 
especially the school department.

Boston, Feb. 3, 1897. 

The latest idea in the management of | 
convicts is to put them at work on the 
highways of the state,—those technically | 
kuown as state highways. A bill for this} 
object has been introduced by Mr. Hayes 
of Lowell. It says that the employment 
shall be under the direciion of the governor 
and council, who shall have the oversight 
of the agents who are in cbarge of the 
convicts, which agents shall have-all :the} 
powers of sheriffs in the custody of the? 
conviets while they are-at-work..iAll they 
expense of transporting the convicts from | 
the prisons to the places of work shall be 
borne by the state. All labor inside of the 
prisons which comes into competition 
with free outside labor must stop. It is 
said by Mr. Hayes that he does not expect 
that the bill will pass, but that he intro- 
duced it for the sake of finding what 
response to it there would be on the part 
of the public. If the convicts were to be 
employed on the streets, it is to be assumed 
that they would have to weara ball and 
chain in order to prevent them from 
escaping. If the people of Massachusetts 
wish to see such sighis o2 the public high- 
ways, they can instruct their representa 
tives to vote to that effect.. The bill 
provides that criminals dangerous to 
travellers shall not be employed upon the 
highways. This is a bill whose defeat may 
safely be predicted. 

The vote upon the adoption of the 
resolutions in favor of the arbitration

County Estimates. 


The recent report of the receipts and 
expenditures of Norfolk county presents 
the county fioances in a false light, and the 


| estimates for 1897 add fuel to the disclos- 


ures already brought aut in the investi- 
gations. 

The report shows a balance in the 
county treasury but now it appears that the 
unpaid bills of 1896 amount to $21,888 05, 
and more investigations may follow. 

The total estimates for 1897 are $170,000, 
which are $50,000 in excess of the amount 
authorized to be levied last year. 

The PaTkiIoT has interviewed County 
Commissioner Wadsworth on the increase 
in Norfolk county estimates, and each item 
bas been carefully reviewed. The increase 
of $50,000 is roughly explained as follows: 


The excess on highways of $30,500 is 
for work ordered by previous boards, 

Then there is $7,400 asked to meet 
the claim of counsel and others in de- 
fending the members of the board at 
the State House investigation last year. 

Salaries of county officers, fixed by 
law, require an increase of $6,800, and 
the balance of $5,300 is divided among 
the several items for contingencies, 


The uopaid bills are as follows : Salaries 
of County officers fixed by law, $683 37; 
salaries of jailers and support of prisoners, 
$1,218.73; criminal costs, $15.00; trans- 
portation of County and Special Commis- 
sioners, $58.18; medical examiners, $285.- 
60; auditors, masters and referees, $10 26; 
repairs, furnishing and improving county 
buildings, $2135; care, fuel, lights and 
supplies county buildings, $142 55; high- 
ways, bridges and land damage, $11,984 70; 
law library, $8 0U; miscellaneous and con- 
tingent expenses $7,460.31. Total of $21,- 
888.05. 

In addition to this there is due from the 
county for its share (25 per cent.) of cost of 
highways built by the State Highway 
Comission in the county about $10,000. 
These unpaid bills can only be paid by 
increasing the appropriations for tbe 
current year by adding the amount due to 
the estimate of the expense for this year. 

By Chap. 357, Acts of 1896, the com 
missioners are forbidden to transfer any 
money in the treasury from one account 
to another except for interest or debt due 
by county for costs of criminal 
expenses of courts, or 
salaries of county officers established by 
law; so that it is necessary to make 
estimates large enough to cover con- 
tingencies, and it is poor policy for the 
county to begin to borrow money for 
carrent expenses the first of the year. 

County Commissioner Wadsworth says, 
‘I see no way for the county to do but pay 
its debis—those already due and to become 
due during the year—and to look ont not 
to get into such a fix again.”’

The death of John DeForrest Williams 
at the City Hospital on Friday afternoon 
of last week, the result of exposure 
during Thursdays storm is particularly sad. 

Mr. Williams’ home is in Boston, but he 
has been in Quincy for some months acting 
as agent for the Adams Shore Land Co., 
which recently developed a large tract of 
land bordering on the shore of Quincy 
bay on the road to Houghs Neck. 

The company are erecting some houses 
on the property and Mr. Williams bas of 
late been living in one of the newly erected 
houses and bad several men employed 
under him. 

Tharsday morniug he was all alone about 
the place when in some way unknown he 
fell and fractured his hip. Tne nearest 
house was a mile distant and realizing his 
helpless condition he made a human effort 
to reach one of the shanties that had been 
erected last summer for the Italians near 
Mosquito woods. He crawled along the 
snow, bis fractured hip making his progress 
slow so that when he reached the shanty 
he was exhausted. 

He got his head and shoulders through 
the door, his feet and legs remaining 
outside. He was in a completely help- 
less condition and he remained there 
suffering untold agony during the svere 
snow storm of Thursday and the cold that 
nigh’. 

Morning at last dawned but help had not 
arrived, and it was nearly noon Friday be- 
fore he was found by John O'Connell, one 
of his men, who had waded slowly through 
the deep snowdrifts to see Williams to get 
some wages due him. 

O'Connell left Boston Thursday night 
but was arrested in Quincy for drunkenness 
and was not released from court until 9 
o'clock Friday morning. He immediately 
started for the property being the first to 
break through the drifts. 

As he neared the half open door of the 
shanty be was shocked to see Williams ly 
ing helpless nearly covered with snow, his 
feet frozen, and so far gone that he was 
unable to speak. 

O Connell drew him inside and did what 
he could to relieve his suffering and then 
started back through the big drifts and 
notified the police. 

Chief of Police Hayden sent Luspector 
McKay down to the poor farm where a 
pung was obtained and an attempt made 
to reach the unfortunate man. The pro- 
gress was slow and it was nearly 1 o'clock 
before the temporary ambulance arrived. 

Oa the way back the pucg broke down 
and Hall's ambulance was called and 
Williams was fina'ly taken to the Hospital 
where in whispers he told the story of his 
suffering. How at times he had shouted 
for help that did not come and finally 
giving up all hope had patiently awaited 
the end. 

Travel in winter is very infrequent on 
this road and Thursday during the storm 
there was no passing, and it was impossible 
for anyone to hear his cries, 

At the hospital it was found that his feet 
were frozen and that his body was almost 
like a corpse, and it was a wonder that any 
life was left in it at all. 

All possible was done for him but the 
terrible ordeal through which he had 
passed was too severe, and he passed away 
at five o'clock. 

Inspector McKay went to Clintoo on 
Saturday to look up the relatives of J. 
De Forrest Wiiliame, the unfortunate man 
who died atthe City Hospital Friday night, 
the result of exposure in Thursday's storm. 

He found that Mr. Williams had a daugh- 
ter about 18 years of age, who, with his 
divorced wife, were living with a step 
daughter, He also found that Mr. Williams 
and his wife had been divorced for a num- 
ber of years and that the daughter had 
seen but little of ber father. 

The family declined to have anything to 
do with the case and did not appear to 
care very much about it, or who took 
charge of the burial. They informed 
Inspector McKiy that he had some rela- 
tives in Lowell, but that they did not know 
anything about them or their address. 

From what can be learned some $8,000 
or $10,000 worth of the Adams Shore 
property wasin Williams’ name, although 
it was mortgaged and it is understood that 
tbe Adams Shore Land Co. people will 
assume charge of the burial of their agent. 


The Sewer Loan, 


The placing of the sewer bonds is a most 
important financial problem which interests 
the taxpayers, The law does not say that 
“equal annual payments’’ shall be made 
but “‘annual proportionate payments,”’ 
and this seems to admit of an arrange- 
ment which will not make the cost of the 
sewer oppressive. Few have made a study 
of the sewer system or payment therefore, 
and only one or two of the Councilmen 
have visited the office of the Sewer Com- 
missioners to examine plans or make 
inquiry. 

Councilman Pinkham, who as a member 
of the Committee on Sewers for a few years, 
has been an active worker for a sewer 
system, and who did as much as any other 
member to secure the passage of the sewer 
act of 1895, is also studying the financial 
side of the protlem, as shown by the 
carefully prepared order which he attempted 
to introduce at the City Council meeting 
on Monday evening. The arrangement 
will be better understood from the tabular 
statement which isa part of this article. 
The order reads: 

Ordered: That the sum of $159,000 be 
and hereby is appropriated so much thereof 
as may be necessary to be expended under 
the direction of the Sewerage Commis- 
sioners for the purposes of constructing 
the system of Sewerage and Sewage dis- 
posal of the City of Quincy adopted by the 
City Council July 6, 1896, and in pursu 
ance of an act of the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts being Chapter 279 of the Acts of 
1895, and the Treasurer is hereby author- 
ised to borrow the same and to issue there- 
for one hundred and fifty (150) bonds or 
notes of the City of Quincy, each of said 
bonds or notes to be for the sum of $1,000 
and to bear interest payable semi-annually 
atthe rate of four per cent. per annum, 
said bonds to be payable as follows : 

Two in each of the first five years from 
date of issue. 

Oae in each of the second five years. 

Two in each of the third five years, 

Three in each of the fourth five years. 

Four in each of the fifth five years, 

Five in each of the sixth five years. 

Six in each of the seventh five years. 

Seven in each of the eighth five years. 

Mr. Pinkham’s order has been consid- 
ered by the committee of the Council, but 
bas not as yet received their endorsement. 
They were willing Mr. Pinkham should 
offer it individually and then give it fur- 
ther consideration, but President Bryant 
ruled that the committee should report an 
order itself, and Mr. Piokham must now 
secure the endorsement of his plan first, 

The citizens may well consider the plap 
at the same time, or attempt to devise 
something better. Mr. Pinkham combines 
the maturing payment and interest and 
seeks to have the total uniform throughout 
the forty years. The interest being large 
at first be makes (he payments small, and 
a generation hence when the interest will 
be smal], the payments are made larger. 
Two bonds are made payable in each of the 
first five yeavs because there will be money 
to meet them from premiums on bonds, 

It is thought that the premium on the 
bonds proposed will be $10,000, safficient 
to meet the paym nis for the Brst five 
years. 

If one half of the cost is to be paid in 
assessments within ten years, it will 
practically provide for all payments and 
interest for ten years, as the total by the 
table above is $108,120, a little over one- 
half of $210,000. This will leave only the 
maintenance account to be provided for. 

The act permits premiums on b »nds to 
be applied only to the payment of the 
bonds, and provides that assessments shall 
be used first for maintenance, second for 
interest and third for payments on bonds,

This anecdote illustrates the common 
idea of the percentage of profit that the 


druggist makes. I: is generally supposed 
that the druggist over-charges for every- 
thing be keeps. For this reason, many 
people will not buy anything at a drug- 
store (hat they can obtain elsewhere. This 
is a mistaken idea, and often works great 
injustice. 

That there are soms things ina drug 
store commonly sold at a large profit, can- 
not be denied; if this were not so, the store 
could not be maintained. It should be re- 
membered that the druggist is not simply a 
merchant or a petty tradesman; there is no 
vocation in life requiring greater responsi 
bility than the practice of pharmacy. The 
skill and knowledge of the pharmacist is 
acquired by hard study and close applica 
tion, therefore we should be willing to pay 
bim not only for his goods, but for the re 
sponsibility and skiil he exercises, as well. 

Pharmacists should be paid enough for 
their legitimate goods to eoable them to do 
& prosperous business without selling 
liquor as a beverage. The business should 
also afford profit for adequate compensa- 
tion to their clerks. Then the peuple 
should demand of them that they do not 
over-work their employes by keeping them 
on duty from fifteen to sixteen hours out of 
the twenty-four, seven days in the week. 
What would be thought of a railroad cor- 
poration that would require this number of 
bours of service from a switch-tender, a 
conductor, or an engineer; yet the respon- 
sibility of the dispensing pharmacist is 
even greater than either of these. The 
public, as well as the drug clerks them- 
selves, are interested in a reform along this 
line.

Cod liver oil is among the most easily 
digestible of fats, and on account of ils 
high nutritive quality is one of the most 
valuable, especially to weak, irritable 
cbildren who are inclined to nervousness, 
skio disorders or to winter 
coughs, 

Pains should be taken to make cod liver 
oil assimilable where it seems at first to 
disagree with the stomach. A few drops 
only may be given in the beginning, and 
the quantity increased slowly, when after 
a few weeks it will often be found to be 
readily digested. This improvement is 
probably due to the increased vitality 
generated by the oil, as well as tothe 
toleration acquired for it. 

Large quantities of fattaken with food 
cause indigestion, the fat forming a thin 
film about the particles of food. In some 
instances, uevertheless, fat aids digestion. 
Thus the addition of butter or cream to a 
roasted potato renders it less liable to form 
into large lumps in the stomach. 

Most persons have noticed that fatsin a 
melted state are wore indigestible than 
when cold. This is especially true 
mutton and pork. Such fats are much 
more digestible when thoroughly mixed 
with starchy food. ‘Thus children who 
almost always dislike fat will usually enjoy 
suet pudding, which, if light and well 
cooked, is nourishing and wholesome. 

Fat is practically unchanged in the 
stomach, but is digested farther along in 
the digestive tract. 

The fat of roast beef if especially nour- 
ishing; that of pork is at its best when 
sliced thin and thoroughly cooked, as in 
the form of bacon, which may usually be | 
taken apd enjoyed even by delicate 
stomach. 

Fats furnish evergy for muscular activ- | 
ity, and for the heating of the body.

Teachers’ Pension Fund. 

A bill has been presented to the Legis- 
jature by which there may be established 
a retirement fand for teachers in Boston 
public schools. The bill requires that a 
retiring teacher must have been a public 
scbool teacher for 30 years, and not less 
than 15 yearsin Boston; except that the 
teacher, within a shorter term, has become 
incapacitated, and in that case the term of 
service in Boston must not have been less 
lhan 10 years. 

It will seem tousto be much better if 
the Legislature would pass a bill com- 
pelling Boston to furnish schools enough 
to educate all its poorcbildren, As it is 
pow, bundreis, nay thousands, do not 
receive proper education because Boston is 
too poor to furnish schoo] rooms enough to 
accommodate all its children. 

_ And as to pensions, if the city has 
money to spare, it would be more to ils 
credit if every poor widow, who has a 
family of small children, and is obliged to 
go out washing from day to day, is paid a 
pension at the end of each year. They 
deserve to be remembered. 

There is no class of help employed in 
Boston, as a whole, who are better paid for 
their services than scheol teachers. And 
there is not one who has been employed 
for 15 or 20 years, who has not a bank 
aecount, stocks, or mortgages; and has no 
rea! need of a pension. 

Help the poor, There are enough who 
need it. But those who are constantly 
employed at good wages, for a score or 
more years, do not need a pension,

The monthly report of attendance of the 
public schools for the four weeks ending 
Jan. 29, is of interest as it includes the 
first record for the new  buildings,—the 
Gridley Bryant at West Quincy and the 
Massachusetts Fields at Norfolk Downs. 

It will be seen that the whole number 
enrolled at the Gridley Bryant is 281, and 
the average attendance 263 Eight of the 
ten grammar buildings have more pupils, 
but the number fs practically the same as 
at the Wollaston, Quincy and Washington. 

The Massachusetts Fields has but 207 
enrolled and the average attendance of 190 
is the smallest, being 56 less than at the 
Washington. 

The Quincy school, which the city is 
asked to enlarge, has 204 enrolled and an 
average attendance of 239, quartered in 
the school building and a room in the 
Music hall building. The main building 
bas eight rooms, the same as the Lincoln, 
John Hancock and Wasbington. The 
Lincoln however occupies one room out- 
side the building. With all the school 
children of Atlantic housed at the Quincy 
school, the average for the eight rooms 
would be less than 37, and the average at- 
tendance less than 34. ‘The crowd is in 
the lowest grades, the number in the 
grammar grades being below the average. 

The Willard bas the largest enrollment 
and the Coddington is now a good second. 

‘The new Gridley Bryant has started in 
with the highest per cent. of attendance; 
the Willard, Coddington and Wollaston 
following in the order named. 

The Coddington excells in small number 
of tardiness, and the Lincoln had the 
fewest dismissals.

For the past few days there have been 
many rumors about the streets in relation 
to the electric wiring of the two new scho: | 
buildings, particularly the Gridley Bryant. 

Commissioner Kuowlton when seen on 
Friday about the matter said tbe contrac! 
for wiring the two buildings was sub-let by 
Contractor Howard to RK. G. Curtis, and 
that he required a certificate from an 
inspector before would accept the 
buildings. 

At the Massachusetts Fields school an 
inspection was made by an inspector of the 
Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, and a 
certificate furnished that it was done in 
accordance with the rules of New E gland 
Insurance Exchange. 

At the Gridley Bryant school when the 
building was completed the wiring was 
not, and the Commissioner would not pay 
the contractor until he bad a certificate of 
wiring. 

Last Monday, Commissioner Knowlton, 
Contractor Howard, and an inspector of 
tue New England Insurance Exchange, 
visited the buiiding, The inspector asked 
Curtis if the wiring was completed and he 
replied yes. The inspeetor then asked if 
all the joints were soffered and Curtis 
replied that he thought they were. 

The inspector however found that there 
were a number of joints not soldered. He 
also found that where the main wires came 
into the building that they were run in the 
same box with the water pipes which 
would alone condemn the job.

FRoM THE start there has been a question 
as to the lega’ity of amending the order of 
the City Council of 186, granting the 
Quincy & Boston street railway a location 
for a second track on Hancock street, 
although the City Solicitor had given an 
opinion bearing on the subject. Here was 
an order passed and signed by the city 
government of 1896, and it seems pre- 
mature for the new Council to do anything 
with it until the Quincy & Boston Street 
Railway Company bas signified in writing 
whether it is accepted or not. When they 
refuse to accept the location under the 
restrictions it will be time to act, 

When the Mayor vetoes an order it must 
be put again upon its final passage without 
amendment. This order would seem to 
have passed beyond the City Council when 
signed by the Mayor, especially as the rules 
of the Council say that a motion to recon 
sider must be made at the same meeting at 
which the order passed. 

It is useless to talk about the unsafe 
condition of the present track on Hancock 
street, as the company has already been 
granted and has accepted a! cation fora 
new siogle track in the centre of the street. 
There is no objection to a second track on 
this street between the First church and 
the Neponset bridge,and but for the rider 
which includes the remainder of this street, 
the order fora second track would have 
been granted long ago. 

Just how the street railway company 
shall reimburse the city for expenditures 
which it causes is still an open question. 
When the boulevard on Hancock street 
was proposed the officials of the company 
were most prominent in its advocacy aud 
signified a willingness to contribute a large 
sum toward its consummation, It was 
questioned if the company could contribute, 
but we were told there was a way. So 
there would be for the paving of Hancock 
street. It would not do forthe company 
to say the restriction could not be enforced 
for the City Council could revoke all loca 
tions in the city or it cou'd insist on the 
paving of all lines ; those to Quincy Point, 
West Quincy and even to Houghs Neck. 

But there are doubtless better ways in 
which the city may be reimbursed. One 
method was suggested in the Legislature 
this week ; a proposed bill requiring street 
railway companies to pay cities and towns 
$50 annually for each car operated upon 
the streets of said cities and towns. This 
is only one of the many plans. 


THE CBJECTION to the transportation 
of one grade of the Quincy school to the 
new Massachusetts Fields schoo! is not a 
matter of principle but of inexpediency. 
Atlantic people whose children are in the 
grade which it was proposed to transport 
objected emphatically to the move. With 
a graded school bandy to their homes 
they objected with reason to entrusting 
their chiidren to any transportation in 
crowded and perbaps unsafe barges over 
private ways to the new building. 

The mistake seems to have been made 
in erecting a school building at Norfolk 
Downs. It might well have been delayed 
a few years, particularly as the city could 
ill afford it, and other schoo! districts were 
more in need of accommodations. Ao 
addition to the Quincy school would have 
seemed to be more expedient, and seems 
to be demanded now. 

Had the boundary line between the 
Quincy and Massachusetts Fields schools 
remained as first adopted it is said the need 
of transportation ora room in the Music 
hall building would not have been neces- 
sary. The lines of the Massachusetts 
Fields school should be extended even fur- 
ther noithif necessary to relieve the 
Quincy school, particularly as there is 
plenty of room at Norfolk Downs, and it 
is a new building, well ventilated, lighted 
and heated. With fewer pupils each could 
receive more attention and better progress 
result, Under the circumstances Charles 
street should be adopted for a few years as 
the northern boundary, and the enlarge- 
ment of the Quincy school put off. The 
line of Charles street should be extended 
on the weet in a straight line or via Squan- 
tum street to the railroad, and on the east 
to the water. 

It is said this would relieve all the rooms 
at tbe Quincy school and that it would not 
be necessary to hire any room outside. 
This would cost less than transportation 
and should meet with no serious objection.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, Feb. 10, 1897. 
The benefit of state highways is coming

parts of the state, scattered in bits of two 
to five miles each, and the people begin to 
want much more of the same sort. Peti- 


7.11¥.M) tions have been presented for state high- 


ways all the way from Boston to Lowell, 
Boston to Worcester and Boston to Fall 
River respectively and there is also a peti- 
tion fora state road to run the length of 
the Merrimac valley in this state which is 
to be suitable for “‘a millitary road.’* 
Probably the idea is that when Massachu- 
setts falls into war with New Hampshire 
this boulevard will be valuable for our 
advancing hosts with their artillery, or it 
would be invaluable to run away on ip 
case the Granite State boys pressed us too 
hard. The developments of the near fu- 
ture, as they were brought oul at the 
meeting of the Highway Association at 
the meeting at the Quincy house on Tues- 
day, especially regarding the use of horse- 
less wagons, emphasized the value of the 
improved highways which are being con- 
structed here. 

The Pierrepont Morgan company put in 
their bill for an elevated road in Boston 
Wednesday, taking advantage of the rules 
to enter it at the Very last possible moment. 
Their petitions were filed in the office of 
secretary of state before the opening of 
the session, but the bill to accompany it 
was held back so as to make the business 
come very late in the session. It will be 
natural for the committee on street rail- 
ways, which will have the matter, accord- 
ing to precedent, to assign the first hear- 
ings to the matters which were presented 
first, Thie will make the hearing on this 
matter late and it will inevitably put the 
debate on the bill itself into the last days 
of the session. The bill proposes radical 
modifications of the old Meigs charter 
which is he'd by the company. It is under- 
stood that the West end railway and these 
petitioners are working together and it 
remains for the representatives to see to it 
that the public is protected. The declara- 
tions of Gov. Wolcott in his inaugural 
makes it seem asif he would not be in 
favor of elevated roads in Boston at this 
juncture. But the pressure of great 
moneyed interests is always tremendous 
and it is evident from the proceedings of 
these parties last sessiou that they will do 
what they can to bring the governor to 
their views. 

The woman svffrag’sts had their annual 
bearing at the state house on Wednesday 
with their petition for an amendment to 
the constitution to strike out the word 
‘‘male,’’ leaving no distinction of sex in 
the suffrage. Dr, Henry B. Blackwell was 
present, with his daughter Alice who is as 
earnest as her mother ever was for woman 
suffrage. But there seems to be no unu- 
sual interest in the matter this year, The 
effect of the referendum is still felt and 
the petitioners are working upbill for the 
present. Gov, Wolcott put this cause and 
biennial elections together into the cate- 
gory of amendments which have no hope 
in the near future. 

The house has adopted without dissent 
an order offered by Col. Clarke, of Welles- 
ley, providing for an inquiry by the com- 
mittee on military affairs into the working 
of the militia laws, with a view, to deter- 
mining the responsibility for the discontent 
and the lack of discipline which are re- 
poried as existing in some of the organiza- 
tions, especially to ascertain whether or 
not officers and men are discharged with- 
out trial, in violation of their constitutional 
rights, whether or not it is good for the 
service to unite the functions of two or 
more offices in one person, and whether or 
not staff officers connive with subalterns 
against their superiors. The order gives 
the committee power to send for persons 
and papers and says that all witnesses shall 
be protected from military discipline, dis- 
crimination or prejudice by reason of avy 
testimony which they may give. Col. 
Clarke did not give any instances of the 
abuses which have occurred, but said that 
things had been mentioned to him which 
warranted the offering of the order. The 
house took him at bis word and ordered 
the inquiry. 

The committee on the liquor law has _re- 
ported adversely on the petition of the 
Farmers’ Association, of Newbury, for a 
law to require all the liquor license fees to 
be turned into the State treasury. They 
are upanimous, but it will be strange if 
some effort is not made to pass the bill, for 
one like it came near a majority of the 
house last year. There is so much force in 
the argument that the license money is a 
bribe to vote for license that members of 
the house will be anxious to be recorded on 
the other side. 

Henry H. Faxon gets what be wants 
from the committee in the shape of a bill 
prohibiting the transportation of liquor 
into no-license cities or towns. The pro- 
vision is that the liquor shall! be carried 
only by common carriers. This will make 
it much easier to regulate the transportation 
of liquor and thus to prevent many per- 
sons in the unlicensed places from getting 
all the liquor they want. The bill forbids 
the solicitation of business by any one, as 
is presumed to be done under the existing 


law. 
One feature of the session is the large 


appropriations which are asked for. The 
city of Boston wants leave to spend $3,000,- 
000 for highways in its suburban portions. 
The metropolitan park commission would 
like to spend $1,900,000. Boston wante 
$800,000 for play grounds. A member of 
the house wants $50,000 for a Statue of 
Gen, Benjamin Lincoln, of Revolutionary 
fame, but this is to offset the movement 
for a Butler statue, apparently, though 
Lincoln held such high office in the 
Revolutionary army aud was the first 
cabinet officer from Massachusetts, that a 
stronger case can be made out for him 
than for Gen. Butler or Banks, for whom 
petitions are pending. It is said for 
Lincoln that different epochs ought to be 
represented, that all subjects ought not to 
be of the Civil war. 

Rarely does a hearing upon a private 
petition call out such a crowd as gathered 
in the room of the liquor-law committee to 
hear the argument ou the petition of J. 
Reed Whipple for an amendment of the 
law to permit him to keep a bar in his new 
hotel on the corner of Tremont and 
Boylston streets. The plea for him was 
hat he was not aware when his plans 
were made that the 400 feet school-house 
law would apply to his case. The im- 
pression produced upon the spectators was 
that Mr. Whipple will not get his bill. 
Strong opposition was made by such tem- 
perance men as ex-Mayor B, B. Johnson, 
of Waltham, and the committee is said to 
have seemed unfriendly to Mr. Whipple. 
If an exception should be made in his case, 
for the sole reason that it would make bis 
hotel more profitable, then the charge 
would arise at once of class discrimination 
| if all others who wish tu make money were 
not put on the same basis, 

Some of the propositions which are 
pending are these: for proportional repre- 
sentation in the election of senators and 
representatives to the legislature; to set 
the convicts now in the State prison at 
work digging out the Cape Cod ship canal, 
so as to give them work where they will 
not compete with any other labor; to set 
up a State printing office; to require a tax 
of $50 a year upon every street car, to be 
paid into the treasury of the cily or town 
where the car runs; for regulation of 
telephone charges; for a telephone com- 
mission; for further use of the McTam- 
many voting machine; for the incorpor- 
ation of another gas company on the lines 
of the pipe line company, and for re- 
orgapiaatiun of the Lombard investment 
company. RULE.

The Unitarians, he said, believed jp 
religion. There are no people in the wide 
world who do not have some idea of God, 
and through their worship even the jdoj 
worshippers are made better. 

The Unitarians believe in Christianity; 
that it is superior to all other religions, 
It is known byits fruits, ard it lifis the 
soul to a bigher life than any other re. 
ligion. They believe in the Christianity 
not of the first three centuries, nor of 
Medieval times, nor o'the Catho'ics, nor of 
the English church, nor of the Presby- 
terians, Congregationlists, or Methodists, 
but they believe in Christianity of Christ 
and nothing else. They may see him from 
a different point of view from that of the 
other denomivations but they see with an 
ever increasing vision the figure of Christ, 
and hear the voice of him } calls “Come 
unto we all ye that are weary and heavy 
laden and I will give you rest.” They 
look to Calvary and hear him say “And [ 
if I be lifted up will draw all men unto 
me.” 

They believe in God, notin a God, but 
in God, and God has revealed himself at 
all times to the pure in heart. They be- 
lieve in Jesus too; while they may differ a 
little as to who or what he was, they do 
not doubt his sufficiency as a guide to im- 
mortal life. 

Rev. C. Parker was introduced to speak 
from the 


Baptist Standpoint. 

He believed mucb, he said, of what Mr, 
Butler had said, but with a change of} 
emphasis, 

In polity he said the Baptist churches 
were independent, each local church being 
a upit and entirely independent as to goy- 
ernment of all other churches. Their 
doctrines are what are contained in the 
Bible. The church is made up of regener- 
ated immersed believers. | 

Regeneration he said is a change of 
heart, a radical change by which one be- 
comes anew man in Christ Jesus. Only 
those who are thus regenerated should be 
baptized, and baptism should be by im- 
mersion. The Lord’s Supper is an ordi- 
nance of the church to be partaken of by 
those thus regenerated and baptized. 

They believe in the absolute separation 
of church and state, and had never ac- 
cepted from the government money for the 
support of denominational! schools.

The Episcopal church is ditticult to} 
define, he said, because there is uo special 
thing that sticks out. It is peculiar in the | 
fact that it starts out with the child rather 
than with the adult. Children are baptized 
and this baptism is often the anchor which 
holds them to the church as they grow up. 
Baptism is the outward expression of the 
claiming of the life for God. 

The Episcopal church is not a selection | 
out of humanity. Al! classep of people are 
in it. The church allows any form of 
baptism, Their creed is the Apostle’s 
Creed, Their beliefs are various. There 
are the highs, who approach the Roman- 
ists; the broads, who reach out toward 
Unitarianism; and the lows, who ap- 
proach the Moody and Sankey type. 

The Episcopa! church teaches the priaci- 
ples of morality and leaves each one to 
make his own appligation. It stands for 
the value of worship. It has a liturgy, 
and the liturgical aspects of worship are 
growing everywhere, 

Every church must bold its relationship 
with the past and this the Episcopal 
eburch does through its line of living men. 
This church lays more stress on the 
sacraments than any other church. In 
half of the Episcopal churches of our large 
cities the communion service is held every 
morning. 

It was expected that representatives from 
several other denominations would speak 
but other duties prevented them from 
being present.

Capsized and Run Into. 


Wallace Glidden, a motorman on (the 
Quincy & Boston street railway, had bis 
leg fractured in a peculiar accident at 
Quincy Point in the vicinity of 10 o'clock 
Monday night. :

He endeavored to signal 
to the car, but as it is anusually dark at 
this point, Motorman Glifiden did not see 
the overtuned carriage until within a few 
feet of it. 

He did all be could to check the speed 
of his car and it is supposed he reversed his 
power. This sudden check threw him over 
the dasher and the car struck the carriage. 
Fortunately Glidden was thrown one side 
and tbus escaped going under the cars but 
when taken out of the wreck it was found 
he had received a fracture of the leg. 

He was placed on the car and removed to 
the Quincy Hospital where he now is. The 
doctor's buggy was smashed somewhat but 
he escaped without injury. 

At the City Hospital Tuesday it was 
learned that Glidden bad sustained a bad 
compound fracture of the leg, and that it 
might possibly have to be amputated, 
although the physicians say that there is 
an even chance of its being saved.

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Tariff on Granite. 


The incoming administration will prob- 
ably take up the revision of the present 
tariff schedule as the first act toward en- 
couraging a return of business prosperity. 
A hearing was granted early last month 
to marble and granite representatives by 
the ways and means committee, These 
products are most affected by tariff— 
building stone being practically without 
hurtful competition with foreign material, 

The marble and granite men were not at 
all diffident in asking for an increase of 
one hundred per cent. and more over the 
existing rate, and a substantial increase 
over the McKinley rate. And their 
point should carry. If there are any 
products more unessential as imports to 
this country than marble and granite the 
tariff schedule doesn’t name them. We 
wish the tariff against them could be 
prohibitive, but, of course, it cannot be, 
because Italian marble and Scotch granite 
will be imported in no inconsiderable 
quantities no matter what they would 
cost, for such is the predilection of our 
snobocrats for the foreign brand. 

An increase of duty will give us exclusive 
control of this market for the cheaper 
grades of marble and granite and at the 
same time adequate protection on the 
higher grades vow almost profitless be- 
cause of the difference in cost of quarrying 
and manufacturing. The makers of the 
new tariff should bear in mind the indis- 
putable fact that there are only a few 
grades of foreign marble and granite that 
excel in natural quality what we are com- 
petent to produce here, while here there 
are in abundance numerous grades found 
nowhere else in the world, which are com- 
parable with anything the old world has 
ever known.—Stone. 


*The Postmastership. 


The contest for the postmastership of 
Quincy bas begun early, and petitions are 
in circulation for Charles L. Hammond 
and Warren W. Adams, The present in- 
cumbent of the position, James F. Burke, 
has made an efficient and obliging post- 
master, and has raised the standard of the 
office, but with the Republicans again in 
power at Washington, a change in Presi- 
dential postmasters may be expected at the 
expiration of their terms of office. Some 
objert to these frequent changes, but in 
Quincy they have usually been beneficial. 
The late Samuel H. Spear raised the stand- 
ard of the the office above the position 
which it occupied for mafy years under 
the late John B. Bass, and Warren W. 
Adams advanced it over Mr. Spear. 

In turn Mr. Burke has come nearer the 
ideal, but a new man may be expected to do 
still better, For this reason we should not 
go back to Mr, Adams but onward under 
Mr. Hammond. 

Between Mr. Hammond and Mr, Adams 
there can be little doubt as to which is the 
most popular Republican at this time. 
Both have beev at the head of the Re- 
publican party of Quincy, and both have 
been to the Legislature. Mr. Hammond 
is today the president of the Republican 
City Committee, having recently been 
elected for the second year. For two years 
he has been the candidate for Mayor and 
run well, but failed of election. Some who 
opposed him for Mayor are among the 
signers of his petition for postmaster, and 
upon a vote of the voters of Wards Oae, 
Two, Three and Four, the district covered 
by the Quincy post office, he would un- 
doubtedly be the popular choice.

Was It a Mistake. 

The members of the Quincy Point Hose 
Co., Hose 4, do not take very kindly to the 
order offered at Monday night’s Council 
meeting of the Committte on Fire Depart- 
ment, and they are in a quandary as to 
who will lose their job if the order passes.

Unique Ambulance Service. 


The establishment of an ‘ ambulance 
| street car’’ service in St. Louis is the 
| putting into effect of an idea long con- 
tended for by the health commissioner of 
that city, Dr. George Homan. Efforts to 
| secure legislation having failed, Dr. Homan 
succeeded in interesting the officials of a 
street car company, who have built an 
ambulance car after a plan made by the 
doctor. This vehicle in itself is only a 
modified street car, especially constructed 
for easy and relatively noiseless running 
along trolley lines, and fitted up with such 
apparatus as might be needed by invalids 
who temporarily occupy it while en route 
toa hospital. But the plan on which the 
ambulance car is to operate is believed to 
be altogether unique. It will pass over 
regalar routes, including, presumably, al! 
trolley lines of the city, for the exclusive 
purpose of conveying sick or injured 
persons to and from hospitals, As it runs 
according tu schedule, patients may be in 
readiness at any given locality at the time 
when the car is dus there. It is expected 
that hospita's not on a trolley line will 
build terminals connecting them with the 
nearest ‘railway, that patients may be 


brought by the ambulance car to their very 
doors.—Harper’s Weekly,

Blue Hill Observatory. 


The work at the Biue Hill observatory 
although in sight from Quincy is little 
known to our citizens, 

Messrs. Kotch, Clayton and Fergusson 
atended the meeiing of the Boston 
Scientific society on Tuesday evenivg, and 
their explanation of the new features in} 
meteorological study is reported as follows | 
by a Boston daily: 

Mr. Rotch reviewed his eff rts in found | 
ing the observatory in 1885, for experi- | 


mental research and observation on the} 
weather, the growth of the work from 
relatively crude beginnings, and recalling 
such things as the use of self-registering 
instruments and the im rovement of the 
weather map, which was one of the origi- 
nal contributions of the observatory to 
American meteorological science. He ad 

verted to the development of the kite as 
an aid to study as one of the future 
lines of effort planned at Blue Hill, and 
told some interesting incidents of weather 
congresses he attended as American dele- 
gate at Munich, Germany, and Upsala, 
Sweden. 

Mr. Clayton told mainly of the work in 
cloud study, regulating the nomenclature 
of different types, the conditions attending 
their formation both antecedent and subse- 
quent, and the value of clouds as an index 
of air movements at great heights. Most 
of this work is based on measurement of 
the heights of clouds and their rate of 
movement and the several waysof doing 
this, in triangulation by several methods, 
and by photography, were explained in de- 
tail. One of the generalizations established 
by these observations was that at consider- 
able heights the air was always moving at 
extremely high rates, gales of 180 miles 
having been noted in measurements of 
lofty cirrus clouds. 

Mr. Fergussoa’s paper was on the 
mechanical side of the subj ct, dealing 
mainly with an improved reel for con- 
trolling the long lines of kites. The 
raising of instruments nearly two miles 
high called for the use of nearly three 
miles of piano wire. To prevent this from 
getting tangled, from rusting, to unwind 
and wind readily and to measure the 
length of line, all under strains reaching 
150 to 200 pounds of pull, presented nice 
problems in mechanics, which in the 
solution involved much experiment, ex- 
pense and study. The 1897 type of kite- 
flying apparatus will soon be ready, and 
heights of 10,000 feet are confidently 
expected. A steam engine of two-horse 
power will be used for the pulling.

Flags That Will Stand Wear. 


The item of the expense of keeping 
“Old Glory” floating every day over 
public buildings or schoolhouses where 
the daily display of the national banner is 
rendered obligatory is not a small one. 

In East St. Louis, Iil., a company has 
been formed with a capital of $100,000 to 
go into the manufacture of sheet iron, 
| zinc, and cther metal flags, The material 
|from which the flags now in use are made 
is not very durable, and in the soft coal! 
burning states of the Union, the banner 
lasts at best but a few weeks, all depending 
on the weather, and after a week's use it 
becomes so dirty as to almost lose its 
identity, says the Chicago Chronicle. 

The Starsand Stripes, duly waving and 
apparently flattering, will be painted on 
the metal and then enameled. When 
dirty, the flag can be lowered and washed. 
Such flags will withstand the gales which 
so readily whip those now in use into 
ribbons.

A hotbed needs frequent airing, as the} 


heat 
during the middle of the day and that 
combined with the heat in the pit would 
soon burn up everything planted. The 
bed usually needs a good watering once in 
two days, and after it becomes late in the 
season and the weather is warm it will 
often need it every day, Or even twice a 
day. Then it is sometimes best to give 
the glass a thin coat of whitewasb, or 
stretch a sheet over it to cut off somewhat 
the effect of the sun. 

In our bed we planted cabbage, cauli- 
flower, pepper and tomato seeds for early 
plants for the garden; also radishes and 
lettuce for table use before that in the gar- 
den was ready, 

Tuberous begonias, canna bulbs, and such 
plants took their turn there to get an early 
start. Celery seed was planted later and 
sweet potatoes were sprouted there ready 
for the garden in June, A few packets of 
choice canna seeds were planted in a box 
and placed in the bed where they grew 
wonderfully, and were quite fine plants 
when the weather was warm enough to bed 
them out, If anyoue not used to planting 
canna seeds follows this plan I would ad- 


sing, and then we would talk some wore, | vise them to file off a spot on one side of 


each seed and then soak them in hot water

Another work for March is the cutting- 
box in the house. I bave a box made on 
purpose; it is 10x16 inches and eight inches 
deep, havii g a groove near the top to hold 
a pane of glass for the cover. In this box 
about March Ist 1 put a quantity of clean, 
sharp sand, filling it within three or four 
inches of the top. It must then be thor- 
oughly wet and the cuttings placed in it as 
closely as they can stand. Give it a place 
in asunoy window, and see that the sand 
is always moist; air the box occasionally, 
so the plants will not rot, and you can 
hardly fail to root nearly all the slips. 

By that time the plants in the window 
have usuaily grown so large that [ am glad 


to cut them back; these cuttings, especi- 
ally those of geraniums, can be easily 


rooted in the pots with other plants, and 
do fully as well as more tender plants do in 
the cutting-box, 

Many kind of flower seeds can also be 


| Started in the house, if one wishes to do so. 


Pansies, verbenas and such plants can be 
raised so that one may have good-sized 
plants to bed out. 

Gloxinias, co!eus, and many other green- 
house plants can also be raised with a little 
care, but in damp cloudy weather it is 
often necessary to place the boxes contain- 
ing the young plants or seed near the reg- 
ister or stove to keep them at an even 
temperature and prevent damping off. 
Glass must be p'aced over the boxes and 
fresh air be given often, as was advised for 
the cutting box.— Vick’s Magazine.

How to Make Tea. 

To wake tea of ordinary strength, follow 
the old rule of ‘a teaspoonful for each 
person and one for the pot.’’ An ounce or 
half a cupful of tea contains seven teaspoon- 
fuls, and will make six pints of tea, or two 
cupfuls each for six persons. After a cup 
of tea for each person has been poured out, 
another pint of actually boiling water may 
be added to that in the teapot, and before 
the second cup is needed th tea will be of 
good medium strength. 

For making the tea an earthen or china 
teapot is preferable to one of metal. Rinse 
the teapot with boiling water; then put the 
tea into it, and pour in the boiling water; 
cover the teapot, and let the tea stand to 
draw out its favoras long as is desirable 
before using it, bu: do not set the teapot 


| where the t2a will boil; it will be hot 


enough to drink for ten or fifteen minutes. 
Some people pour only part of the boiling 
water on the tea at first, and add the rest 
just before using it. Sugar and milk are, 
of course, used at the discretion of tea 
drinkers. 

A slice of lemon in a cup of tea, with 
sugar, but no milk, makes a very pleasant 
drink.

The only remedy, in 
his opinion, was the use of wrought or 
galvanized iron nails, and pointed out that 
this rusting of shingling nails was a 
serious matter, especially to poor people, 
who could not afford to reshingle again 
within a few years.

Stains on Marble, 


Iron staius may be removed by wetting 
the spots with oil of vitriol or with lemon 
juice or with oxalic acid diluted in spirits 
of wine, and (sfter a quarter of an hour) 
rubbing them dry with a soft linen cloth. 
Afterward, if the polish is spoiled, take 
two parts of soda (washing), one of 
powdered pumice stone and of finely- 
powdered chalk, Sift these through a fice 
sieve and mix them into a paste with water. 


Rub this well ail over the marble, then} 


wash it with soap and water, dry very 
well, and a beantiful bright polish will be 
produced; or repolish the marble by 
rubbing it with a linen cloth dressed with 


| oxide of tin, often sold ander the name of 


“putty powder.”” Fasten two or more 
folds of linen tightly over a piece of wood, 
and keep the linen and powder constantly 
wet. 

If the iron stain is recent, the stain 
should come off with oxalic acid and 
wa'er. Assoon as the stain is gone, swill 
the marble with water to remove all trace 
of the acid, which might damage the 
polish. If the polish has suffered at all, 


rub the marble with putty powder (oxide| 


of tin) and water, or else with wet chalk 
and a leather, It is hardly necessary, 
perhaps, to say tbat oxalic acid and putty 
powder are both puisons.—Tribune.

Besides the 
rooms above mentioned there are numerous 
closets toilet rooms, etc. Every room in 
the building is connected with Miss Smali’s 
office with electric bells and speaking tubes, 

The building is also piped for gas and 
wired for electric lights, 150 of the latter 
being provided.

In the hall, standing upon an elegant 
rug, were President and Mrs, Joseph ©.

Adams, 24, and Secretary and Mrs. E. W. 
Henry Bass, who acted as the receiving 
party. 

Mrs. Morse was gowned in a handsome 
heliotrope silk, with decollete bodice, 
trimmed with cream chiffon.

Daring the latter part of the evening an 
opportunity was given those who desired 
to dance, which many took advantage of. 

As great oaks from little acorns grow, 
so has the Granite City clab grown from 
the little association formed some thirteen 
years ago, until today it has become an 
organization numbering among its mem- 
bers the representative wen of Quincy, 
whose aim it is to eventually broaden until 
it has a club house with the accompanying 
lawn tennis court, bowling alleys, etc., a 
club house such as Quincy has long desired. 

While strictly a non-political organiza- 
tion it is worthy of note that all of Quincy's 
chief executives from Mayor Porter down 
and including Mayor Adams have been 
enrolied upon its membership books. Past 
and present members of our City Council, 
city officials and representatives to the 
Great and General Court are also enrolled, 
and who knows what the distant future 
may have in store. 

For some time previous to the year 1884, 
when Quincy was struggling along under a 
town form of government, and electric 
lights and electric street cars were unheard 
of, a number of well known citizens, were 
wont to meet in various places to pass a 
social hour, Believing that a permanent 
organization would be beneficia! to all it 
was proposed to form an association. 
With that in view the following agreement 
was drawn up aud sigued : 

“ Quincy, Feb. 23, 1884, 


We, the undersigned, desirous of form- 
ing a social club, to consist of about twenty 
members, for social and instructive amuse- 
ment, agree to pay our proportionate part 
of the expense of leasing a room, or rooms, 
and furnish the same in an acceptable 
manner, where we may enter at all time, 
day or night,”

Perez Joyce. 


This aged citizen, who has lived for over 
half a century on Quincy avenue, passed 
away on Thursday, at the advance age of 
eighty-six. He was born in Pembroke 
in 1810, and went to East Braintree when 
seventeen years old to learn bootmaking. 
He learned the complete business, not one 
particular part as it is so common today, 
bat could take the rough stock and fizish 
in @ neat and attractive manner a handsome 
boot; which every gentleman thought they 
must have in those days. 

After completing his trade and selecting 
an excellent companion for life, he moved 
to Quincy, and in 1843 built a pretty cottage 
on Quincy avenue, where he has since re- 
sided. The union was blessed by two 
children, a son and a daughter. The son, 
Edwin, enlisted when President Lincoln 
called for recruits to defend the country in 
1861, and was killed in battle at Petersburg 
in 1564. 

In tbe rear of his honse he hada shop 
where he manufactured boots for Boston 
merchants, Of late years his business has 
been mostly confined to repairing of boots 
and shoes; but he has worked on leather 
for nearly three score years and ten; and 
was able todo a good day’s work at the 
business until a few months ago. 

During his long and useful life he has 
been a citizen of the strictest honesty and 
integrity; his word was as good as a bond, 
and those who had dealings with him 
found him an honest man. 

His wife died in November, 1879, which 
was a great loss to him, as she was a de- 
voted companion, who made home the 
most lovely spot on earth tohim. For- 
tunately his daughter and her husband, Mr. 
George H. Hobby, returned to the old 
homestead from Lynn, where they had 
moved a few years before, and have since 
made it pleasant and comfortable for bim. 

Mr. Joyce, soon after moving to Quincy, 
became connected with the Universalist 
society, and when the church was built iu 
1832 he hired a pew and has been a con- 
stant attendant from that time to the 
present, when health permitted. He has 
attended church there more years than any 
other citizen, although Mr. Joseph G. 
Brackett joined the society a few months 
before Mr, Joyce and is still a member, but 
for a few years was a resident of Cali- 
fornia. 

Mr. Joyce was a great reader and took 
many books from the publie library. The 
local paper, the Parnior, he always has 
had, and if the boy missed him in his 
rounds he felt uneasy until he got it. And

James Thompson, the president of the 
Quitey Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
left Thursday for Washington in the inter- 
ests of the tariff on granite. He is 
accompanied by John Shaw, who has had 
considerable experience in tariff legisla- 
tion, and who on more than one occasion 
has stirred the granite manufacturers and 
workmen to greater efforts for the ad- 
vancement of their industry. The Quincy 
association might have been more success- 
ful bad it sent President Thompson be- 
fore the bill was reported, but with the 
knowledge of the fact that the present 
committee and Congress itself are in favor 
of Protection, it is possible that the duty 
on finished gravite may be placed at fifty 
or sixty percen’.

The Hearing on Libel Law

The presence of a hundred or more 
gentlemen, representing many of the best 
daily and weekly journals of Massachusetts, 
must bave convinced the legislative com- 
mittee on the judiciary last week Wednes- 
day that the press was in earnest in its ad-| 
vocacy of an amendment to the laws | 
governing civil suits against the news- | 
papers. The bill, drawn after consultation 
with bundreds of owners, ediiors and other 
gentlemen, and slightly amended at the 
committee’s suggestion, is to the effect 
that any person aggrieved shall, before 
bringing suit, demanda retraction which, ) 
if given in a specified time, shall be| 
a bar to the extent that, unless actual| 
malice is proved, the plaintiff ‘* shall not 
recover punitive or exemplary damages, | 
and compensation only for the actual 2 

| 


jury suffered.” 

Charles T. Gallagher, counsel with M. O. 
Adams, for the petitioners, presented the 
reasons in favor of the change in a calm, 
succinct and convincing manner. When he 
declared that the present law was based 
upon the presumption of 300 years ago that 
everything written for a uewspaper was 
actuated by malice, no one of the opposi- 
tion attempted to answer, and the semi- 
blackmailing cases cited, in which verdicts 
for large sums had been given where only 
the trath had been spoken without malice, 
and no real injary suffered by the plaintiffs, 
also failed to elicit reply or denial. It is 
true enough that Jaw will not stop the 
printing of sensational papers by financially 
irresponsible parties, but that is no reason 
why respectable journals, owned by men 
of bigh character and repute, should not 
be protected against suits solicited by! 
struggling members of the bar, The press 
asks only the opportunity of escaping from 
punitive, not actual damages, after it has 
done everything in its power to correct 
error and undo a wrong committed without 
intent, It simply seeks to plead and prov 
the same sort of tacts which are set » 
allowed under the law in the cai 
muiderer or other felon, and not b 
victim of class legislation, which is apy lic

Curious Easter Customs, 


Holy week, as the week preceding Easter 
Sunday is called, is in France, and 
especially in Paris, the great feast of 
eggs. Presents in the shape of eggs and 
of all kinds and sizes, are exchanged be- 
tween friends and acquaintances. They 
contain confectionery, gloves, perfumery 
and every conceivable small object that 
can be thought of as a suitable or amusing 
gift. 

Each donor tries to give something 
particularly odd or unique. Trades-people 
also send to their customers Paschal eggs 
(Oeufs de Paque) as a reminder of expected 
favors to come, 

Ou Easter Monday the markets and 
streets of Paris are weil supplied with hard 
boiled eggs, white red, blue, yellow, green 
and various tints, which find a ready sale. 
The white eggs are eaten and the colored 
ones tossed about from hand to hand until 
they are cracked, when they also serve 
for food. Curious devices in the shape of 
hares sitting on nests of eggs or wheeling 
them in barrows, are also exhibited in the 
shop windows. The hare is a mythological 
impersunation of the Paschai uew moou 
from which Easter day is reckoned, 

Easter in Russia is the most important 
festival of the year. On that morning, 
acquaintances and even strangers on meet- 
ing give the salutation ‘* Christ is risen,"’ 
to which the reply is invariably received 
“Christ is risen indeed and bath appeared 
unto Simon,”’ Presents of eggs are then 
exchanged and the friends salute each 
other with a kiss. Not only do the 
women indulge in this custom but great 
bearded men kiss each other like school 
girls. It is said that even the rank of a 
princess does not ov this day shield her 
from a salute on the cheek from the lowest 
boor who presents her with an egg. 

Hundreds of years ago a very strange 
practice prevailed in certain parts of Eng- 
land on Easter Monday. At that time the 
clergy of the different cathedrals always in- 
dulged in a game of ball. In many in- 
stances this formed a part of their service, 
bishops and deans taking a ball to churcb, 
and, at the commencement of the anthem, 
while dancing to the music, throwing it to 
the choristers, who handed it back and 
forth to each other during the singing. 
After this service they ali retired for re- 
freshments, which usually consisted of a 
dish of bacon, with tansy pudding—this 
last symbolical of the bitter herbs they 
were commanded to take at the Paschal 
feast.

The Lenten season is now here, and 
to those of ‘‘the faithful’? who observe 
it by abstinence from meat, tbe following 
suggestions, gleaned, not from cook books, 
but from the ‘* Book of Experience,’’ may | 
be helpful: We all know that eggs and 
fish must be our main dependence during 
the long fast, but scarcely do we realize the

We arrived at Galveston, Texas, on Mon- 
day evening, March 15, after a long and 
somewhat tedious ride from St. Louis; and 
most of the delegates found quarters at the 
Beach hotel; a large and attractive house 
situated within one hundred feet of the 


great variety of tempting tastes and forms 
that can be given to these two common, 
every day staples. 

Eggs are very nutritious, as we all know, 
and made more so by the addition of al- 
most any kind of lean, chopped meat, in 
shape of omelets, Indeed, many kinds of 
cold, cooked fish added, give a very sus- 
taining breakfast dish. One could live 
very well, fora long time, with only eggs 
and fish for his main diet. And in both 
there is said to be a liberal supply of brain 
food. Every experienced cook believes that 
the deeper the color of the egg shell, the 
richer the nourishment it contains, 

Time, too, is a valuable consideration 
with many, and few breakfasts can be got- 
ten up so quickly as one of eggs; the form 
isa matter of choice, It is just as easy to 
make a dish of fried egg look inviting”and 
appetizing, as to have it look ragged and 
untidy; only fry them in clear beef drip- 
pings, which, if clear, is far preferable to 
lard for the purpose; and fry them in smal! 
sized muffin rings. About seven will set 
in an ordinary fry pan; ail will fry together 
of uniform size and shape, and will pre- 
senta far nicer appearance on the table 
than if allowed to run at random, hither 
and thither in the frying and come out 
shapeless and anything but handsome. 

We suppose every one can make a 
plain omelet. If only chopped parsley is 
added, it makes a change, or chopped cold 
boiled ham. ‘This is especially a dish that 
will relish; or chopped lobster or cold 
boiled halibut or salmon, or a little chopped 
onion, a few spoonfuls of the solid part of 
a@ can of tomatoes, some grated cheese, 
some raw oysters or some chopped clams 
that have been cooked three minutes, or 
bits of caulitlower, cooked, or the delicate 
tips of cooked asparagus, or green corn, or 
even cooked scallops, chopped or dried 
beef, these added to our omelet or our 
scrambled eggs surely give variety and 
substance to our morning meal. 

The Italian style of cooking eggs is quite | 
different from any other. Rub together 
smoothly two spoonfuls of flour with four 
ouaces of butter in a saucepan, stirring 
constantly. When thick, stir in a little 
boiling milk, and season with salt and 
pepper; add three ounces more of butter, 
anda little chopped parsley, worked well 
together. Have ready eight hard-boiled 
eggs, sliced, add to the sauce, and serve 
hot, 

A very ornamental dish of eggs for the 
breakfast, or even the supper table, is 
made as follows: Carefully separate the 
yolks, whole, from the whites, beating the 
latter to a stiff froth, and piling it in sev- 
eral pyramids on a platter. With a spoon 
make a depression in the top of each pyra- 
mid, and carefully lay in the yolk. Brown 
delicately in the oven a few moments, and 
serve at once with a dish of buttered toast, 
serving an egg upon a slice. 

There is no end to the number or variety 
of omelets a French chef can make and 
serve ina short time from the proverbial 
“nothing.” One spoonful of milk to an 
egg, and “tone for good measure.”’ is his 
rule; so is ‘‘twelve strokes of the spoon, 
and no more” but the wee, dainty bits of 
fish and meat and such-like edibles that he 
can utiiizs is really marvelous, but be al- 


ways brings out something inviting and 
that tastes delicious as well.—V. Y. Obser- 
ver.

Electric Lights and the Eyes. 


The question of injury to the eyes from 
electric light is being prominently dis- 
cussed by scientists, ocalists and laymen 
throughout the country. While opinion 
widely differs as to the ultimate injury 
likely to result from the rapidly increasing 
use of electricity, the consensus of opinion 
is that light from uncovered and uncolored 
globes is working damage to the eyesight 
of hamanity. In the discussion of the 
subject a London electric light j>urnal, in 
defending its trade, feels called upon to 
make some important admissions. It says: 
“Tv is not customary to look at the sup, 
and not even the most enthusiastic elec- 
triciau would suggest that naked arc and 
incandescent filaments were objects to be 
gaz:d at without Jimit. But naked arc 
lights are not usually placed so as to come 
within the line of sight, and when they 
do accidently, whatever may result the 
injary to the eye is quite perceptible. The 
filament of a glow lamp, on the other 
hand, is most likely to meet the eye, but 
a frosted bulb is an extremely simple and 
common way of entirely getting over that 
difficulty. The whole trouble can be 
easily remedied by the use of properly 
frosted or colored glass globes. In any 
case, however, the actual permanent injury 
to the eye by the glowing filament is no 
greater than that due to an ordinary gas 
flame.—American Journal of Photo- 
graphy.

It was built for the comfort of summer 
visitors to the shore, the same as the hotels 
at Nantasket beach, and is closed during 
the winter months; and it was opened the 
day before we arrived, to accommodate the 
delegates to the convention.

These editors are 
the greatest people on earth. They are 
nation, state and city builders; the most 
aggressive self-reliant set of men and 
women the country produces. Any com 


munity would be glad to welcome them, 
aud Galveston is doubly glad. We have 
something to show them; something for 
them to go home and talk about.” 


Galveston is very flat and low: 


only a 
foot or two above the water in the gulf. 
For a day or two before we arrived it 
rained considerably and many of the side 
Streets were full of water from curb to 
curb, two or three inches deep, The city 
is obliged to raise its streets one or two 
feet and pave them to have them passable. 

Galveston is situated on an island, long 
and narrow. It is claimed that at some 
time the city will have a population as 
large as New York has today. Its present 
population is about 50,000. A long bridge, 
2 1-7 miles, connects it with the mainland. 
It is the principal seaport of Texas, and is 


said to be the fifth largest exporting city 
in the United States. 


Galveston has many handsome public 
and private buildings and it is said to be 
the third richest city in the United States 
in proportion to its population. The avail- 
able assets of its eight banks are $135,000, - 


000; and the bank clearing for 1800 amount- 


ed to over 262,000,000. The assessed value 
of property in the city is $25,200,000, 

During our stay in Galveston, between 
the sessions of the convention, the city did 
everything to make it pleasant for the 
editors and their ladies, 

On Wednesday afternoon they were in 
vited to an oyster roast at Woollam’s Lake, 
which was greatly enjoyed. In the park 
by the lake, tables were set for 400, and 
decked with generous dishes of celery and

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, March 24, 1897. 

The most serious concern at the state 
house just now is the Massachusetts 
Mutual Benefit Life Association. Con- 
nected with it are the interests of thousands 
of pulicy-holders and the fate of men who 
bave been prominent before the public and 
who are now underacloud of suspicion. 
The special commission which was sp- 
pointed last year to investigate the affairs 
of the association wants more time to 
complete its work. It wints money 
enough, by permission of the legislature, 
to employ experts and to sift matters to 
the bottom. The policy-holders, some of 
them, want the matter pushed to a con- 
clusion while the legislature is in session, 
so that if there is need of legislative inter- 
ference, it can be procured at once. The 
newly elected officers do not want a meet- 
ing of the policy-holders for many months, 
until they have had time to become fa- 
miliar with the situation. The committee 
on insurance, which is in charge of one 
feature of the case, is in much doubt what 
to do. It appears that a large sum of 
money, which is reported to be $180,000, 
cannot be traced by the commission and it 
is not known whether it was taken by the 
management which recently went out of 
office, or was divided among the remaining 
members who signed the ironclad agree- 
ment. Meanwhile, in view of the fact 
that the interests of policy-holders do not 
seem to have been sufficiently protected by 
the insurance department, and since the 
name of the commissioner is one of the 
famous nine, people are saying things 
unpleasant about him. It is a momentous 
situation. 

Another matter of dramatic interest, far 
more than the average, is the investiga- 
tion into the discipline in the militia. 
There seems to be necessary some discount 
upon the testimony of the men who are 
asking for the investigation. Evidently 
some soreness exists and there seems to be 
much of that jealousy which has from time 
immemorial attached to military men and 
their rank. But, after deducting this 
necessarily human element, there are 
certainly matters of complaint which 
ought to be inquired into and which ought 
to be corrected summarily. There is too 
touch evidence of inside inflaences which 
were not for the good of the service. 
Until Gen. Dalton aud Gen. Peach have 
put their side of the case before the 
public, there will be much interest to heir 
what they have to say and bow they ac- 
count for circumstances which, on the 
surface of things, make much against 
them. Some of the important testimony 
is not given by witnesses, but consists of 
written indorsements, statements and 
orders which are on file in the office of the 
adjutant general. Ualess these can be 
satisfactorily explained, the reputation of 
some of the bigh officials in the militia 
must suffer seriously. 

The house committee on ways and 
means is unanimous in favor of the ap- 
propriation of $800,000 for state highways 
which was reported unanimously by the 
committee on roads and bridges. The 
bill contaius the provision that only $600,- 
(00 of the money shall be paid from the 
treasury for state highways this year, but 
the contracts for $800,000 may be 
authorized. A growing demand is felt 
for longer lengths of this improved road 
in one stretch. But this is just what was 
expected by the projectors of improved 
roads. Inorder to get people interested 
and secure the introduction of the system, 
il was necessary to give every county a 
taste of it. The public would never have 
been satisfied to pour money into one lo- 
cality at the expense of the whole state. 
But now that they have got their taste of 
it and have liked it exceedingly, they want 
more of it. Hence the state must either 
put more money into particular places, or 
it must raise a much larger sum for roads, 
or it must continue its present policy of 
slow growth by smal! bits in a good many 
scattered localities. 

Petitions continue to pour in for state 
aid to the cities and towns in support of 
the public schools. Most of the expense 
will come out of Boston, for she will alone 
lose over $400,000 if the bill passes, while 
most of the cities and towns gain at her

This year has witnessed another strenu- 
ous effort to have the Bunker Hill monu- 
ment turned over to the state. It is a 
plan of Representative Thomas F. Keenan, 
of Boston, who was in the Boston com- 
mon council when the city tried to get 
possession of itand!o put on the monu- 
ment, with the names of the men who died 
for their country in that historic fight, the 
names of the members of the Boston city 
government of 1888, who were instru- 
mental in having the tablets erected. The 
presump‘ion of these poliucians in thus 
trying to hand their own names down to 
posterity with those of the revolutionary 
heroes struck many members of the house 
unpleasantly. The case for state owner- 
ship is pretty slim when compared with the 
claim of the Buoker Hill Monument 
Association, Of course there is a plausible 
side to having the state control the monu- 
ment which means so much in the history 
of the state, but the state did nothing for 
the monument when private citizens were 
struggling hard to erect a worthy monument 
and it is not in good taste to try to confis- 
cate the property now, as was proposed by 
the resolve of Keenan. 

More than this, the property is held by 
the association as a public trust and can 
never be diverted to private uses without 
consent of the legislature, so there is no 
danger that the land about the monument 
will ever be used for any private purposes. 
Most of the members cf the association are 
descendants of men who fought at Bunker 
Hill and the fitness of things is about as 
well subserved now as it would be under 
private ownership, The house was 
against the resolve, 32 to 33. 

It is hoped that something can be done 

to prevent the making of a lot of money in 
Massachusetts by exhibitions of the fight 
between Fitzsimmons and Corbett by 
means of the kinetoscope which was 
focused upon their performance at Carson 
City. The report is that the bruisers 
expect to make $100,000 out of exhibiting 
reproductions, in life size, of the blows 
and parries, the bleedings and the brutal 
facial expressions of the combatants. Of 
}course such an exhibition, made before 
large audiences, would have a demoralizing 
effect upon the public mind. In the 
interest of common decency, it is hoped 
that something can be done to prevent 
such exhibitions in this state. A petition 
with an accompanying bill was prepared 
for this purpose to prohibit any repro- 
duction of a prize fight, boxing match or 
sparring exhibition under penalty of $200 
fine or three months’ imprisonment, or 
both fine and imprisonment,, Speaker 
Bates was in favor of the bill, So were the 
leading republican members of the house, 
and the petition was headed by Senator 
Roe of Worcester. But when the matter 
came up in the house the vote on suspend- 
ing the rules, to admit the bill, was 91 yeas 
to 73 nays, not the necessary four-fifths, 
and so the matter was excluded this year. 

Aftera long debate this afternoon, in 
which nothing new was said, the house re- 
jected the resolve for a Butler statue by 91 
yeas to 38 nays and 38 pairs. Mr. New- 
comb, of Quincy, was against the statue, 
and Mr. Thompson, asa member of the 
ways and means committee, was against it.

Theophilus King 
Was first introduced to speak on ‘ The 
Granite Industry.” He opened facetiously 
asto his knowledge of granite acquired 
when a boy. Later he became a director 
and president of the Old Stone bank and 
became acjuainted with the granite man- 
ufacturers. There was easily then a fair 
profit because Quincy granite was what it 
was. But since then other granites had 
been introduced. The mistake of our 
manufacturers was that) they failed to 
stand up for the fact that Mamcy was tbe 
only place where granite of the quality of 
Quincy could be found. Experts acknowl- 
edged Quincy to be superior. No other 
stone had the endurance, Because there 
was more margin in others was a 
reason why they were often recommended. 

We should study to prevent the large 
waste in Quincy quarries. Manufacturers 
should put themselves in a position to 
handle the product. The railroad at West 
Quincy was a great thing, and one was 
needed at the North Common, which 
should be built right away. Quincy people 
are interested in it as it will develop 
business. It was of vital importance to 
the city. We must secure the minimum of 
expense and the maximum of profit. He 
knew of only one model plant in Quincy, 
the Lyons Granite Co. We should do 
away with carting from quarry to shed and 
to the polishing mills by having railroads 
run into our quarries, 

The Granite bank has endeavored to do 
all it can for the granite manufacturers, 
but poor bills were accumulating. There 
was need of concentration. 

Mr. King gave figures to prove what one 
wan put at work on granite meant for the 
city; how it supported others, sold house 
lots, ete, and was enthusiastically ap 
plauded as he took a seat, 

The encore brought forth a story in the 
same line of thought. 

Hon. W. B. Kice 


Was introduced asa leader of thought to 
speak on Boards of Trade. He professed 
not to be an expert on the subject, but his 
listeners did not put as much stock in that 
as in the remarks which followed. He 
said the trades of Boston were thoroughly 
organized and tbe Associated Board of 
Trade, which met monthly, had a greater 
power in legislation than any other asso 
ciation. There was also a national board 
of trade which met annual at Washington. 

It was not the work of the Boston 
Board of Trade to bring in new industries 
only in a general way. They were 
interested in transportation, and as a 
board received courteous treatment from 
railroads where single firms could not ac- 
complish anything. He personally had 
been solicited several times to establish 
shoe factories in different towns and 
offered every inducement. There were 
monuments in many towns of this folly. 
His experience was that any business 
which has to be bought was not worth 
buying. (Applause.) The best business 
wasagrowth. It was absurd to go out- 
side for business. Quincy men were 
capable of making business. He would 
have the Quincy granite work of a 
superior qualily and would be glad when 
he could say the granite workmen of 
Quincy were the most skilfal. 

The entrance of Mayor Quincy of Boston 
at this point was the occasion fora grand 
demonstration.

Boston was a great factor in building up| 


Quincy. We must make the city a desirable 


and good transportation, but it was a fact 


j 
that our railroad facilities were not as good | 
as fifteen years ago. We must have as good | 


or better than suburban towns to attract 
people. Quincy has natural attractions, | 
the seashore and inland. We need brody | 
boulevards pointed to Boston, and now is 
the time to at least lay them out and se 
cure the land. There should be reserva- 
tions in the centre of each boulevard for 
street railways, and the railways ought to 
contribute enough tu pay the interest on |

Start Pansies Growing Now. 


It is not too early to start pansies 
for blossoming out doors. The seed should 
be sown in a window-box, set in a sunby 
window in acold room, but where it does 
not freeza. Pansies love a cool, moist 
atmosphere. The soil of the window-box | 
should be kept rather wet till the seeds 
begin to germinate. When they are well 
up, thin them out, fertiliza them a little 
with a teaspoonful of guano dissolved in a 
quart of water, and protect them from the 
sun inthe middle of the day, but do not 
give them any more heat. As soon as the 
ground thaws they will be all the better 
for being planted out doors, if they are 
protected at night. 

There is no spring flower that will give 
such fragrance and variety of color as the 
pansy. These ‘‘ little stepmothers '’ as the 
Germans lovingly ca!l them, show their 
full beauty and bloom only in the most 
early spring. The great velvety blossoms 
diminish in siza as soon as the summer 
comes and no care will preserve their size 
and beauty. They are essentially a spring 
flower and their beds should be refilled by 
June l with summer flowers, and a fresh 
supply of pansies should be sown in the 


autumn or winter for the succeeding 
spring —N. Y. Tribune.
